A Million-Dollar White Elephant? 


by TOM JACHIMIEC 


A million-dollar building sits vacant in 


Elk Grove Village. 


The building is the Four Seasons Nurs- 


Ing Home, 935 Bisner Bd., across the 
street from St. Alexius Hospital. 


The 200-bed facility was slated to open 


last May. 


A grand opening had been held, in- 


cluding a ribbon-cutting ceremony and 
all the speech-making that goes along 
with the dedication and opening of a new 
structure, 


But, nothing happened. The building 


failed to open. 


Four Seasons Equity Corp. and Four 


Seasons Nursing Centers of America, 


Inc., of Oklahoma City filed in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court to reorganize under the Bank- 
ruptcy Act. 


THE TWO-STORY building was to 


have been an important addition to the 
community, conveniently located n e a r 
the center of the village. 


Today, the weeds and grass grow tall 


in front of the building. 


How long will the building be vacant? 
The answer to that question is not 


known. 


It is known, however, that St. Alexius 


Hospital is attempting to acquire the' 
building or use its facilities. 


If it does, the building would be a like- 


ly addition to the hospital which has been 
considering expansion for some time. 


In 1969, the Chicago consulting firm of 


Herman Smith Associates recommended 
in a master plan that 800 beds would be 
needed by 1979 to serve the growing sub- 
urban area. 


The hospital currently has 289 beds and 


is operating in excess of 90 per cent of its 
capacity. 


From those figures alone, hospital ex. 


pension is in the offing at St. Alexius. 
And, Four Seasons may be a place to 
start. 


Police yesterday credited the success 


of Operation Crimestop as the reason 
they were able to confiscate $15,000 
wcrth of stolen cigarettes from the ga- 
rage of an Elk Grove Village man. 


Sgt. William Kohnke' said Operation 


Crimestop, a means of encouraging resi- 
dents to call police when they learn of 
anything suspicious, was responsible for 
Sunday's arrest of a man who allegedly 
had been selling cartons of cigarettes ob- 
tained in a truck hijacking and kidnaping 
two weeks ago in Chicago. 


In the incident, 1,500 cases of ciga- 


re^tes were taken from a truck in which 
the driver was kidnapped and found later 
in the trunk of a car. 


Kohnke said p o l i c e received an 


anonymous call Sunday felling them of a 
man who was selling cartons of ciga- 
rettes for $2 each. The caller said the 
cigarettes were stolen. 


Police went to the home of Frank Wav- 


ra, 31, of 571 Clearmont Dr., whose name 
was given to them by the caller, and 
found the cigarettes in the garage. 


Kohnke said Wavra admitted paying 


$4,000 for 100 cases of the cigarettes and 
was selling them out of Ms garage. 


The cigarettes were part of a shipment 


that was hijacked from the Crown Point 
Trucking cartage firm that was trans, 
porting the cargo from the Western 
Warehouse Co.- in Chicago to--Indiana',- 
Kohnke said. 


KOHNKE SAID THAT in recent weeks 


cigarette packages 
without state tax 


stamps had been turning up along the 
roadsides in the suburbs of Mount Pros- 
pect and Des Plaines. 


Kohnke said Wavra would be charged 


with the theft, sale, and possession of un- 
taxed cigarettes. Wavra was to appear in 
Niles Felony Court yesterday afternoon. 


The FBI questioned Wavra because the 


theft involved an interstate shipment. 
Chicago police also questioned Wavra. 
. 


Only last week Kohnke praised the suc- 


cess of Operation Crimestop for bringing 
the citizen closer to the police. 


As part of the program, patterned af- 


ter a similar one in Chicago, police have 
made themselves available for speaking 
engagements before local neighborhood 
groups. 


Films and literature on crime pre- 


vention is also available to the public.

There are 84 students at Salt Creek 


School in Elk Grove Village "doing mu- 
sic" at least three times a week, and 
they love it. 


The students, fourth and fifth graders, 


are members of the Salt Creek Choris- 
ters and the Salt Creek Girls' Choir, who 
throughout this Christmas season will be 
presenting at least seven concerts in the 
community. 


Choir director and Salt Creek music 


teacher Earl Miller feels that all stu- 


dents should learn music by "doing." 


"We're trying to take the dirty word 


out o fschool music," he said. "It's tra- 
ditionally a chore by fourth grade. 


"You've got to get them doing music 


and to have something concrete before 
they can do abstract reasoning." 


WHEN STUDENTS FIRST meet Miller 


in the classroom he tells them, "Tere's 
.an instrument. How many sounds can 
you make?" 


He said, "I'm convinced, that music is 


a discipline, like math or English, al- 


though you don't have to have music to 
be a success, like you do math or read- 
ing." 


The students however look at the choir 


a little differently — it's fun and exciting 
and they feel they're learning something 
new, which is what Miller wants it to be 
for them. 


Two of the rehearsals are held during 


the noon hour and although not mandato- 
ry most students attend. 


One girl commented simuly, "We'd 


rather sing than play," in trying to ex- 


plain why they came. 


Miller's personality contributes to the 


success of the choir. 


According to choir member Marilee 


Morris," "He's disciplined, but he's good." 


Chorister Todd Benson said, "I like it." 


When asked if Miller was tough, he said, 
"You. have to be tough to get us to sing 
good; At first we couldn't sing at all and 
now we're pretty good." 


TODD'S ABILITY to analyze his and

"It's difficult enough to keep track of

He added, "Besides, a lot of voters 


have never understood the cumulative 
voting procedure whereby they can cast 
three votes for one candidate or a hah! 
for two, or one vote for three. It's time to 
get rid of this archaic system." 


The committeeman said that the merit 


selection of judges was probably the 
most important single change. 


"WITH ONLY A few exceptions, the 


people who wear black robes and sit in 
judgment over us in this state are politi- 
cal party hacks with no more quali- 
fications to sit on the bench than those of 
a professional football place-kicker. And 
even he's got some talent in his foot, at 
least. 


"If you've glanced at the book "Cap- 


tive City," which details syndicate in- 
fluence on the state bench, then you 
know that our present system of electing 
judges has failed. 


"You know that our judicial system is 


loaded with corruption and incompetence 
and that until we clean that system up, 
there can be no chance for destroying 
hoodlum influence and political namby- 
pambyism in any other branch of state 
or local government," Totten said. 


He said more competent judges would 


help clean up Cook County and the city 
of Chicago. 


"The constitution has to pass before 


this can be accomplished. The court 
problem alone is important enough to 
merit a yes vote on the total document. I 
urge all Republicans to vote yes on the 
constitution and yes on Proposition 2B, 
regardless of their feelings on the other 
options," Totten said.

He passed around his comparison. 


Nicholson explained that all he wanted of 
the committee was a report of "We like 
it, or if not, why not." 


Nicholson added that Peterson's com- 


parison was not necessary since this had 
been ably done by the state. He com- 
mented that he had tried to contact Pe- 
terson, who was out of town and did tell 
two members of the committee to forget 
the written reports. 


PETERSON REPORTING on the com-

TENTATIVE PLANS FOR the group 


include cutting a record and a concert 
later in the school year, showing phases 
of ail-American music. He also hopes to 
hold a concert on early colonial to con- 
temporary music this spring. 


"I think there is pride throughout the 


school in the choir," he said. 


Miller sees his job as "conveying mu- 


sic." Consequently he has organized the 
choir into teams with leaders and cap- 
tains.

p.m. in the school cafeteria. 


Service say the development is badly 
needed to serve an ever-burgeoning win- 
ter recreation-minded public. 


This September me developers won 


their biggest round in the continuing 
struggle and it may prove to be a 
knockout punch for the conservationists, 
although the Sierra Club is not to be 
counted out just yet. 


The first round of the legal fight went 


to the Sierra Club which sought and was 
granted, in 
June 
1969, 
a 
federal 


p r e l i m i n a r y injunction prohibiting 
the 
government 
from issuing neces- 


sary permits for construction on the U.S. 
Forest Service land. The club contended, 
among other things, that the project 
would violate federal regulations limiting 
federal recreation leases to 80 acres. 


BUT THEN in September, 14 months 


later, the Ninth U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals ordered the inunction lifted saying 
the "nation's natural. resources are not 
the property of any particular group." 


The court also held that the govern- 


ment, 
which 
granted Disney the right 


to develop the area, acted 
properly 


"in determining to make available a vast 
area of incomparable natural beauty to 
most people rather than to have it re- 
main inaccessible except to a rugged 
few." 


The decision was cheered by Disney of- 


ficials who said they were ready to move 
as soon as the permits are issued. The 
Sierra Club vowed to appeal the decision 
to the U.S. Supreme Court. 


"We are fully committed to stopping 


this 
project 
and getting the area into 


Sequois National Park where it belongs," 
said the club's executive director, Mi- 
chael McCloskey. "We regard this as a 
temporary setback—no more than that. 
We feel it will be reversed 
by 
the 


Supreme Court." 


If ever it is completed, the Disney re- 


sort would offer—as projected—the most 
extensive winter sports potential in the 
far west. 


T h e b r o o k-threaded valley, sur- 


rounded 
by 
snow-capped 
granite 


peaks, is located about halfway between 
California's two major population cen- 
ters, Los Angeles and San Francisco. Be- 
sides serving Californians, the project 
would be expected to draw skiers and 
other winter sports enthusiasts 
from 


throughout the nation. 


The Sierra Club says it has never op- 


posed construction of a modest skiing fa- 
cility in the valley but that the size of the 
Disney venture would wreck the wilder- 
ness qualities of the tiny valley which is 
a quarter-mile wide and about two miles 
long. 


Start with an equation if'you want to 


teach students about the use of mari- 
juana, a noted physician told a group of 
Cook County teachers Monday. 


Dr. Joseph H. Skom, chairman of the 


Illinois State Medical Society's Com- 
mittee on Narcotics, said that the equa- 
tion of the effects of marijuana includes 
much more than simply a chemical reac- 
'tion causing a "high." 


He said that one's self-concept, a con- 


cept of life, and an understanding of the 
American "establishment" are all vari- 
ables as to the effect marijuana has on a 
person. 


Dr. Skom said that a number of studies 


showed that the reaction to using mari- 
juana does not always match the amount 
of the chemical drug -in the marijuana. 
Psychological factors contribute to a per- 
son's high, he said. 


"YOU'RE DEALING almost with a 


psychological problem," Dr. Skom said, 
and he stressed that a better education 
can relieve drug abuse, as well as solu- 
tions which can ease the mental and 
physical problems faced by students. 


Dr. Skom's speech was delivered in the 


morning of a two day session of the Cook 
County Drug Education Conference, de- 
signed to educate teachers about a new 
drug curriculum guide. 


The guide, "Teaching About Drugs," 


was produced by the American School 
Health Association and the Pharmaceu- 
tical Manufacturer's Association. Cook 
County School Supt. Eobert Hanrahan 
sponsored the conference. 


Hanrahan's office had originally ex- 


pected about 350 teachers and adminis- 
trators 
from 
public 
and nonpublic 


schools in Cook County to attend. How- 
ever, by noon the ballroom of the La 
Salle Hotel had filled with about 500 per- 
sons. 


DR. SKOM, who is assistant professor 


of medicine at the Northwestern Univer- 
sity School of Medicine, said an average 
dosage of drugs such as stimulants or 
depressants may have little effect if the 
psychological conditions are right. 


He cited two experiments in which per- 


sons were told to expect a stimulant or 
depressant, and then were given the op- 
posite. In both cases, the persons reacted 
to what they were told they would re- 
ceive, not what they actually got. 


Dr. Skom stressed, though, that a 


heavy dose of most drugs, especially 
LSD, will produce a specific effect. 


He added drug problems vary from 


community to community in the Chicago 
area, and that the problem is sharply dif- 
ferent from what is was ten years ago. 
Finally, there's a large middle group of 
students who can sway between the hard- 
core drug users and the "hard-core non- 
users," he said. 


Earlier, Mrs. Sue Boe, director of con- 


sumer service, Pharmaceutical Manu- 
facturers Association, told the group that 
use of multiple drugs has sharply in- 
creased. 


She said that more heroin addicts to- 


day are using cocaine, marijuana and 
amphetamines at the same time, and she 
added that Haight-Ashbury area in San

Schlickmnn points out that the North-

two-club opening covers all hands that 
would normally be opened with a forcing 
two-bid in any suit and also all no-trump 
hands with exactly 23 or 24 points or with 
27 points or more. This leaves the open- 
ing two no-trump to show 21 or 22 and 
the opening three no-trump to show 25 or 
26. 


This Is an improvement over standard 


American, where two no-trump shows 23-

With 2B balanced points, South's hand

with a spade and played his king of dia- 
monds. West showed out and all of a sud- 
den his 13 tricks had become 11. East 
held a winning club and diamond. 


"You sure put your foot in your

diamond and ducking in dummy after 
cashing two club honors.

Dear Render — You are one of many 


young girls who are victims of the 
"youth emphasis" on excessive slimness. 
In truth, you have a serious problem and 
the lack of good nutrition is contributing 
to it. You need food for energy and build- 
ing a healthy, mautre body. 


I have always tried to stress optimal 


levels in all facets of living. Avoiding 
obesity or fat stores is important, par- 
ticularly for adults. Young people should 
not get excessively fat but active, grow- 
ing bodies need food energy, 'not star- 
vation. 


I must respectfully but strongly dis- 


agree with the advice that a psychiatrist 
wouldn't help. You have gotten into a 
vicious cycle that may ruin your life 


without competent professional help. 
There are basic reasons why young 
people, react as you have. You are prob- 
ably not aware of what factors are re-, 
sponsible for your preoccupation with 
your body weight.

In renders — I sny most quotes arc for 
the hints, 


Coaches, please note that I said MOST 


quotes. If [ made a sweeping generul- 
r/ation it would be wrong, as most of 
them an'. A few of you have been pleas- 
ant i.'xei.'plions and I would hate to tlis- 
riiuriw you From making the effort to 
talk. 


Sad to say, though, most of the verbal 


cxchatmes that find their way into print 
arc nrver going to shako the world. In 
fact, most of them shouldn't even make 
;i readiT blink, if In; liti.s ever stopped to 
analy/e what significance they really 
have. 


The trouble is. most readers have not 


done so. They will skim through a news- 
paper story, typically, to get through it 
as fast as possible over morning coffee.

busy, 
the 
typical suburbanite 


doesn't have the time to deeply analy/.c 
our prose. 


Hut imiirtlinr when you can afford to 


linger a few extrn minutes, slop and ask 
Miiirself what vidue are some of the nay- 
ings that find their wny Into print. 


lien- are some typical utlerings we in 


this MM" of work often hear after a bor- 
ing football game: 


"They Mlie team that won) came to 


p'ay football today." (What else would 
tin-/ come for, to sell homecoming cor- 
.ani's?) 


"We Kot beat by a better football 


'".•irn." 


"A couple of bad breaks that didn't go 


>i<ir v/.-iv really killed us." (f,lkc the other 
'i ;irn Mbowing up?) 


•'They 'the team that lost) are a fine 


(••am. They could have won today und 
I'm Min: they're going to do their share 
of winning." 


••tt'lini iiuikes them a fln« team, you 


;nk'V Well, the.y liavir sumi; flint, quick 


with good power, some big, quick 


linemen, a fine quarterback, and some 
real good boys on defense. And their 
coach — let me tell you, lie's a fine 
coach." 


These comments have been heard in 


post game locker room conversations so 
often that you can almost take any one of 
them and fill in the blanks in any game 
account. 


Another thing that bores me to tears is 


sweet-talk. All coaches seem to excel in 
this, especially football mentors. 


Maybe that's because football is an 


emotional game, one in which players 
like to feed their anger, hate and internal 
fire on something, someone on the other 
team says. There's nothing to get a team 
fired up like insults from the squad they 
arc about to play. 


Jerry Kramer, the former Green Bay 


Packers guard, makes this point in liis 
first book, "Instant Replay." He reveals 
that in pro football It is u cardinal sin to 
ever .lay anything against an opponent 
that might even slightly nngvr him. No 
matter how much of a dng your foe is, if 
you can't find anything sweet as sugar to 
say bout him, you keep your trap shut. 


This seems to be oven more the case in 


all high school sports. It doesn't matter 
if the worst team in area history is play- 
ing the best loam, There have been plen- 
ty of lopsided mismatches of this type, 
but never once have I heard a coach say, 
"We'll beat the pants off 'em," even 
though he knows this will be the case. 


Now, I will surely be interpreted as 


saying that coaches should mouth off 
more so that I will have better copy to 
put in the newspaper. That's not my 
point. I wish there were more honesty in 
conversations with coaches, but I under- 
stand their position and don't blame 
them for wanting to be friends with ev- 
eryone. 


What I am saying is this. Since most 


newspaper quotes on the sports scene 
mean little there should not be so many. 
Quotes are convenient for filling out a 
dull story, but only some arc worth the 
space they take up. The others should be 
left out. 


Occasionally, my colleagues and 
I 


come across a coach who says what lie 
and we both know is the truth. He says 
something that would lie highly inter- 
esting to readers but would surely make 
him u few enemies were it made known, 


Invariably, this kind of quote is preced- 


ed by: "Let's keep this off tlio record, 
b u t , .," 


This is not intended us sour grapes. I 


have enjoyed most of the associations I 
have had with area coaches. I have come 
to like and respect almost all of them 
and I greatly appreciate the time they 
contribute to my job. Without the infor- 
mation they provide, ours would b^an 
Impossible task.

In presenting the plan to the 


county board last week, Hansen 
suggested that one pound could be 
tried on an experimental basis be- 
fore the county moved into the 
junk car business on a full-time 
basis. 


We think this is a good idea. 
The Hansen plan is basically a 


sound one since the problem of 
abandoned cars has been growing 
rapidly, and any kind of solution 
would be preferable to leaving cars 
on the highways or storing them in

lorest preserves, as was tried ear- 
lier this year. 


But the possibility of establishing 


four 
county-owned 
auto grave- 


yards, creating just as ugly a 
blight on the countryside, indicates 
that a test run of the program is 
necessary. 


The success of the experiment 


would depend largely on participa- 
tion by municipalities. Most of the 
10,000 autos abandoned in the coun- 
ty last year were discarded within 
municipal boundaries 


If complete cooperation from the 


municipalities is given, the ser- 
vice provided by the county would 
not be worth the expense. 


And, since the number of autos 


impounded at each site would de- 
termine the frequency of crushing 
and scrapping, it would be essen- 
tial for as many abandoned cars as 
possible to be delivered to the 
pounds to prevent a slow buildup of 
rusty auto carcasses. 


The demand for crushing and 


disposal of scrap must be large 
enough to make the plan more than 
just a transfer of junk autos from 
the highways to graveyards. 


We recommend the county pro- 


ceed with the plan on an ex- 
perimental basis to learn if munici- 
palities will participate fully and to 
determine if the proposal will re- 
sult in cleaner highways in Cook 
County.

Supreme Court. Illinois courts are clear- 
ly in trouble: the qualifications of our 
judges arc determined by political loyal- 
ties and vote-getting ability for one party 
or another instead of on their judicial 
merit and ability For this reason, some 
of our courts have a three-to five-year 
case backlog. 


As it is now, a lawyer who aspires to 


the bench must have a long record of 
faithful service to a political party and 
he must obtain the support and endorse- 
ment of party king-pins. This patronage 
system almost guarantees judges who 
will be obligated to their supporters. 


There is no reason why any judge 


should be chosen by this antiquated sys- 
tem, 
and the voters of 20 other states 


have come to this same conclusion in the 
past 25 years and adopted a form of the 
Merit Plan. 


Basically, the Illinois Merit Plan estab- 


lishes a local, non-partisan commission 
to nominate the best qualified men to fill 
vacancies on the bench. A list of three 
names is submitted to the Governor who 
must then make one appointment from 
the list no sooner than 28 days nor later 
than 56 days to give the press and public 
u chance to reflect and investigate the 
names and backgrounds of would-be 
judges, An impartial and efficient sys- 
tem of justice is the result.

Although it has been in limbo for al- 


most a year, that issue may be coming 
to a climax — and soon. 


The Northwest Suburban Council of As- 


sociations (a group made up of the eight 
or so homeowners associations in Pros- 
pect Heights and unincorporated Mount 
Prospect) last week decided to poll all 
the members of the various associations 
on their preference: do they want their 
area to remain unincpoporated as it is 
now; do they want their area to become 
a municipality (incorporation); or do 
they want the area to be annexed by an 
already existing municipality (or munici- 
palities.) 


Though some members of the council 


are reluctant to admit it, this poll could 
almost be considered a community refer- 
endum on the issue. 


It will work this way: a fact sheet on 


the merits of the two alternatives (plus a 
sort of introduction telling why the com- 
munity can no longer remain unincorpo- 
rated) will be distributed to all members 
of the various homeowners associations. 
Council members will write the fact 
sheets; the council will pay printing 
costs; and the homeowners associations 
will take care of distributing the sheets. 
Homeowners can expect the fact sheets 
sometime in the next month or so. 


Included with the fact sheet will be a 


form on which persons can choose their 
preference: incorporation or annexation. 


The reply forms are to be back in the 


hands of homeowners groups presidents 
by Jan. 15. Based on the results of the 


poll, the council will then take a stand on 
the issue. What's more the council will 
then go to work to secure whatever the 
residents want — be it incorporation or 
annexation. 


The survey is just about the closest 


thing to an unofficial referendum that 
the council could come up with. And it 
will probably be as accurate a barometer 
of the sentiments in the community as 
any OFFICIAL referendum could be. 


People will have the facts in front of 


them, in condensed form. The council is 
having proponents of the two alternatives 
write the fact sheet. Undoubtedly, each 
side will bring out his "big guns" in writ- 
ing his portion of the fact sheet. 


Secondly, hopefully the machinery of 


each homeowners group will help to in- 
sure that a goodly portion of those get- 
ting the fact sheets and reply forms will 
return the forms with their answer. 


Thirdly, persons not just in the Pros- 


pect Heights area, but also those in the 
unincorporated 
Mount Prospect area 


(east of Mount Prospect) are included in 
the poll. Thus the survey will reach vir- 
tually everyone who will be affected by 
the decision. 


At this point, the talk is over; it's up to 


the residents, the people who are going 
•to have to live with the consequences of 
whatever action is taken. 


Perhaps, next year at this time, in- 


stead 
of naming the annexation-in- 


corporation issue as the biggest story in 
Prospect Heights, we'll name WHAT 
HAPPENED to that issue as the biggest 
story of the year in Prospect Heights.

New Village Facility 
Is TormallyV Opened 


Sclinumburg's new public works build- 


ing was formally opened Sunday by May- 
or Robert 0. Atcher and other village 
officials, 


The new building, located at the vil- 


lage's eastern border, behind the Ben- 
wicke subdivision, at 714 S. Plum Grove 
Rd., houses several village departments 
as well as all the village public works 
equipment and vehicles. 


The streets, water and sewer depart- 


ments, plus the village's IBM Systems 
III computer operation have moved to 
III computer operation have moved to 
the new facility. 


The Civil Defense unit; along with its 


vehicles, will also relocate in the new 
building. 


THE BUILDING and engineer depart- 


ment, plus the village clerk and mayor's 
offices are still located in the village hall 
at Sharon Lane and Civic Drive. 


The building has 14,516 square feet in a 


bi level brick and block building. It was 


designed by Meland, Hanrath and Asso- 
ciates, architects of Mundelein. 


About two-thirds of the building is ga- 


rage space. Village trucks, cars, snow- 
plows and other pieces of equipment are 
under cover for the first time, Atcher 
said. 


The mayor said some consideration 


was given to moving all village offices to 
the new building until the proposed civic 
center is built. The other departments 


(Sec picture, Page 2) 


were not moved "because we'd soon be 
just as crowded in the public works 
building as we've been1 in the village 
hall," Atcher said. 


Schaumburg's growth in the next sev- 


eral years is expected to keep both the 
village hall and public works building at 
maximum use. 


ONE FACTOR THAT contributes to 


crowded conditions in the village hall is 
that it is serving as a branch Post Office 
facility. The U.S. Post Office pays a 


• nominal sum to lease space each month 


for the service; 


Atcher and village officials have been 


working several years to get a Post Of- 
fice established in Schaumburg. Cur- 
rently the village is served by the 
Roselle Post Office and the Palatine 
Post Office. Establishment of new post 
offices has been frozen by the federal 
government for more than a year, At- 
cher said. 


The E. F. Mueller Construction Co. of 


Elgin was contractor for the new build- 
ing.- The $343,000 facility is being fi- 
nanced through a 10-year loan from 
Schaumburg State Bank. Since the vil- 
lage does not levy a tax, the loan will be 
repaid from Motor Fuel Tax credits and 
revenues from the water and sewer de- 
partments. 


Name Head Of Slate Group 


Karl Cox of Hanover Park has been 


named a member of the joint slatemaking 
committee formed of Hanover and Sc- 
haumburg Township Republicans to pick 
n GOP slate for the Hanover Park mu- 
nicipal election. 


Coxs' appointment was announced by 


Jerome Monn, Hanover Township com- 
miteman, after the resignation of Mrs. 
Ela'mo Mars, Hanover Park village 
clerk. 


Mrs. Mars resigned from the com- 


mittee stating she "preferred to stay out 
of politics.'' 


Cox who has been a Hanover Park 


resident for the past two years lives at 
7381 Gladiola Dr. 


Donald Totten, Schaumburg Township 


committeernan and Mann proposed the 
joint slatemaking committee to select 
three candidates In the upcoming Hano- 
ver Park municipal election hi April. 


First announcements of the committee 


brought criticism. Mrs, Mars and Robert 
Koch were the only two on the com- 
mittee from Hanover Township with six 
other members from Schaumburg Town- 
ship. 


In the same week Mrs, Mars resigned, 


Mann announced three additional Hano- 
ver Township appointments, and Monday 
added Cox to the committee bringing the 
township representation to a 6-5 ratio. 


Richard Baker, Hanover Park vilage 


president, who earlier complained most 
of the committee members were anti-ad- 
ministration, was pleased with Cox's ap- 


pointment. 


He described Cox, a past member of 


the finance committee as a "good, just 
man," 


Cox, a "POP" supporter in the last- 


municipal election, is a Hanover Park 
Jaycee and an active Republican who 
recently resigned as precinct captain. 


President Baker who ran with five 


trustees on his present board under the 
"POP" party banner says Cox's support 
of the party will not influence his present 
position on the committee. 


He lauded his work on the finance 


committee in preparing the village ap- 
propriation under the chairmanship of 
Trustee Barry Rogers and described Cox 


as "a participating member of the com- 
munity." 


"If anyone on the committee can re- 


move himself from national politics and 
.think only of what's good for Hanover 
Park, it will be Cox," Baker said. 


Dan Stowe of Schaumburg Township 


acts as chairman of the committee. He 
has asked anyone interested in inter- 
viewing to contact him at 837-7286.

The new state constitution, along with 


the merit system of appointing judges 
and the establishment of single member 
districts for the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives was unanimously endorsed by 
the membership of the Republican Or- 
g a n i z a t i o n of Schaumburg Twp. 
(ROOST) Friday. 


Voters will decide whether or not to 


adopt the proposed constitution Tuesday, 
Dec. 15. 


The group took no position on the 18- 


year-old vote or on capital punishment. 


Committeemen Donald L. Totten said 


that while the new document could not 


please everybody, it was much better 
than the present constitution. 


"Any broad system of government, 


particularly in these complex times, will 
contain aspects with which individual 
citizens might disagree," said Totten, 
"but the voter has to look at the overall 
effect. You can't sacrifice overall good 
government just because you don't like 
one clause. And overall, his document 
will keep Illinois moving forward." 


BEFORE A VOTE was taken, ROOST 


members heard John Woods of Arlington 
Heights and Jeannette Mullen of Lake 


County discuss the proposed constitution. 
Both were delegates to the constitutional 
convention. 


Mrs. Mullen discussed the revenue ar- 


ticle and Woods' concerned himself with 
the effects of the constitution upon local 
government. 


Totten interpreted the group's position 


on single member representative dis- 
tricts as a desire to see state government 
simplified to make representatives more 
responsive to the wishes of their con- 
stitutents. 


"It's difficult enough to keep track of 


one representative's voting record. It's 
impossible when there are three of them 
as is now. the case," Totten said. 


He added, "Besides, a lot of voters

The 200-bed facility was slated to open 


last May, 


A grand opening had been held, in- 


cluding a ribbon-cutting ceremony and 
all the speech-making that goes along 
with the dedication and opening of a new 


structure. 


But, 
nothing happened, The building 


failed to open. 


Four Seasons Equity Corp. and Four 


Seasons Nursing Centers of America, 
Inc., of Oklahoma City filed in U.S Dis- 
trict Court to reorganize under the Bank- 
ruptcy Act. 


THE TWO-STORY building was to 


have been an1 important addition to the 
community, conveniently located n e a r 
the center of the village. 


Today, the weeds and grass grow tall 


in front of the building. 


How long will the building be vacant? 
The answer to that question is not 


known. 


It is known, however, that St. Alexius 


Hospital is attempting to acquire the 
building or use its facilities. 


If it does, the building would be a like- 


ly addition to the hospital which has been 
considering expansion for some time. 


In 1969, the Chicago consulting firm of 


Herman Smith Associates recommended 
in a master plan that 800 beds would be 
needed by 1979 to serve the growing sub- 
urban area. 


The hospital currently has 289 beds and 


is operating in excess of 90 per cent of its 
capacity. 


From those figures alone, hospital ex- 


pansion is in the offing at St. Alexius. 
And, 
Four Seasons may be a place to

man who was selling cartons of ciga- 
rettes for $2 each. The caller said the 
cigarettes were stolen. 


Police went to the home of Frank Wav- 


ra, 31, of 571 Clearmont Dr., whose name 
was given to them by the caller, and 
found the cigarettes in the garage. 


Kohnke said Wavra admitted paying 


$4,000 for 100 cases of the cigarettes and 
was selling them out of his garage. 


The cigarettes were part of a shipment 


that was hijacked from the Crown Point 
Trucking cartage firm that was trans, 
porting the cargo from the Western 
Warehouse Co, in Chicago to Indiana, 
Kohnke said. 


KOHNKE SAID THAT in recent weeks 


cigarette packages without state tax 
stamps had been turning up along the 
roadsides in the suburbs of Mount Pros- 
pect and Des Plaines. 


Kohnke said Wavra would be charged 


with the theft, sale, and possession of un- 
taxed cigarettes. Wavra was to appear in 
Niles Felony Court yesterday afternoon. 


The FBI questioned Wavra because the 


theft involved an interstate shipment.

I think people will just keep 
right on smoking, And the TV stations 
could be hurt for revenue," Hall said. 


"Yes, I think taking cigarette com- 


mercials off the air will help people to 
cut down on smoking, I think teenagers 
are encouraged to smoke by seeing the 
commercials, 1 think it's a good idea to 
take 
them 
off," 
commented

Wheeling. 


Said MRS. ROBERT MILLER, 28 W. 


Jeffrey, Wheeling, "1 don't care one way 
or the other, I guess, because I don't 
smoke, I don't think that taking the com- 
mercials off the air will stop people from 
smoking. People smoked before tele- 
vision was Invented, and now I think 
they'll keep right on." 


Mrs. Miller said she doesn't feel that 


taking the cigarette commercials off 
television wilt stop young people from 
picking up the habit either. "After all, 
they don't advertise marijuana and 
people still use it," she said. 


MRS. 
ANTHONY BART, of 740 Wyn- 


gate, Buffalo Grove, believes that the 
action is a good measure. "It's a great 
idea, I think that when it comes to the 
health of the people and it is something 
dangerous, I think that the government 
should stop It."

Pattern Dr., said, "Maybe less publicity 
would make people think. The anti-smok- 
ing commercials are also effective,"

For Stations 


Three sites were named by Wheeling 


Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen, at Thurs- 
day's village plan commission meeting, 
as the best ones in the village for future 
fire stations. 


Koeppen proposed a main fire station 


eventually be built just east of the pre- 
sent municipal building. He proposed a 
substation be built in the vicinity of 
Schoenbeck and Hintz roads and a sec- 
ond substation be constructed in the vi- 
cinity of Palatine and Wolf roads. 


Koeppen said the new stations would 


be needed in the future to cope with the 
increased population expected in the 
area served by the Wheeling Fire De- 
partment. 


He said the main station would require 


five acres of land. Each of the proposed 
substations would require one acre of 
land. 


Koeppen proposed the present, main 


fire station, on Dundee Road just west of 
Milwaukee Avenue, and the substation at 
175 Hintz Rd. be abandoned when the 
new structures are completed. 


Koeppen made his report at the 


request o£ the plan commission. The 
commission voted to present Koeppen's 
report to the village board. 


Koeppen did not say when the proposed 


new stations would be needed by the vil-

New Firemen Drill

New Wheeling firemen are spending 


part of their time between calls playing 
with toy fire trucks, 


But it's far from, an amusing way to 


pass idle time in the fire station, how- 
ever. Whsft they are involved in is a 
training program for the new firemen' 
that was devised by Fire Chief Bernie 
Koeppen. 


In the main room of the fire station is 


a mock-up board of a village street with 
a factory and a glass house. On the 
board the new firemen move toy fire 
trucks around, hook the engines up to 
hydrants and fight imaginary fires. 


Hoses made of shoe laces, (different 


colors for different size hoses) help train 
the firemen about how hoses should be 
used at a real fire. 


Each of the toy trucks has been modi- 


fied so it is a near-exact copy of the real 
fire engines used by the department. The 
toy trucks are equipped with the same 
amount and kind of equipment — hoses, 
ladders, nozzles and axes — as the real 
trucks have. 


ONE OF THE MAJOR functions of the 


program is ,to teach the new firemen 
about the accessories necessary to con- 
nect different sizes of hoses and to give 
them practice in figuring out how they 
would fight a certain type of fire with the 
equipment available. 


The board also is used to teach fire- 


men about how 'the engines should be 
placid to best fight a fire and about the 
various types of water sources they 
would use. A mock factory is designed 
after the actual Skil Corp factory in the 
village and firemen are trained to hook 
up the engines to the sprinkler system, 


The mole experienced men on the de- 


partment make up imaginary fircfighting 
situations and let the new men work on 
solving them. One of the problems which 
the new men hod to solve was 'deciding 
what to do if, while fighting a fire, water 
pressure became inadequate. 


Currently one firemen is building a 


model of an apartment building to aid in 
training new men on fighting apartment 
fires, 


A miniature glass house with round 


openings in various locations is used to 
train the firemen how to ventilate a 
building during a fire. 


A fire is built on a saucer in the center 


of the building with damp tobacco and 
the house is filled with smoke. The new 
firemen then open various holes in the 
building to see the effect on the smoke 
inside. 


KOEPPEN EXPLAINED that if a 
building is not properly ventilated during 
a fire it can explode from the com- 
bination of the gases which build up .in- 
side. 


The three new firemen being trained 


on the board are the first full-time men 
to use the device (although volunteers 
use it also), Koeppen said, The three are 
Gerald Koeppen, Charles Conway and 
Robert Trausch. All were sworn in dur- 
ing the last three months. 


The three other village firemen who 


have been with the department longer, 
Ralph Perricone, Dan Dieter and An- 
drew Neargarder, are doing most of the 
training of the new men, with help from 
the chief. 


Koeppen estimated that he can teach 


the new firemen in an hour, things it 
would take them, six months in the field 
to learn. 


The board is only a small part of the 


extensive three-week! training program 
given to the new firemen when they join 
the department. 


In addition, they study many other sub- 


jects from communications, to filing re- 
ports, to how to operate a fire ex- 
tinguisher, 


THE MEN ARE trained to use all of 


the departments equipment from trucks 
and pumps to the inhalator equipment 
because on a department as small as 
Wheeling's, each man may be called 
upon to do almost any job. 


At fires the new men assist in minor 


jobs under the direction of other firemen 
— both full-time, and volunteers who still 
make up the majority of the firefighters 
in the village, 


The introductory work is only a begin- 


ning for the new men who wiU continue 
their training on a part-time basis at 
various area schools'. 


In the meantime, however, the trucks 


and shoelaces and miniature hydrants 
serve a purpose of explaining problems 
without actually having to haul lengths of 
hose and connect hoses to hydrants. 


Koeppen says that one of the best 


benefits of the toy training program is 
that the department is never caught with 
an engine stripped down for practice 
when a fire call comes in. "We just put, 
the toys down and go downstairs where 
the real equipment is ready to answer 
the call,* he said.

The village had only one fire station 


for a number of years until the new mu- 
nicipal building was completed. Now, 
however, the main station is in the old 
village hall on East Dundee Road, and a 
second station is in the former public 
works department garage on Hintz Road. 


The proposed new station sites are 


part of the overall development of the 
village's fire department. Six full-time 
firemen, in addition to the chief, have 
been hired, and three more are expected 
to be hired during the year. 


PLANS FOR THE new main fire sta- 


tion adjacent to the municipal building 
were first discussed when the village ac- 
quired the land for the new municipal 
building. The village owns additional 
land behind and adjacent to the munici- 
pal building which has not yet been de- 
veloped. 


The village board has also discussed 


possible uses for the old municipal build- 
ing when it is no longer needed for a fire 
station. However, no actual decision on 
the use of that building has been made 
as yet by the board.

Changes On 
New Pool? 


Modifications to the desig of the new 


Neptune's Pool at Wheeling High School 
may be necessary to make the building 
conform to state codes, Wheeling Park 
District commissioners have learned. 


The park board last Thursday held up 


final payments to the architects for the 
pool until an agreement could be reached 
on the matter. 


The board received a letter from the 


office of County School Superintendent 
Robert Hanrahan which said that be- 
cause of the design of the pool, no more 
than 40 students at a time couM use it 
during school hours. 


The pool, which is owned by the park' 


district, is rented by High School Dist. 
214 during school hours for use by Wheel- 
ing High School students. 


Park Supt. Ferd Arndt said that many 


of the discrepancies in design, such as 
the type of non-skid surfaces on stairs in 
tho building, are minor. 


One major change would be a require- 


ment that a second exit be installed in 
the swimming pool room itself, Arndt 
said. 


He said that the exit which now exists 


might be too far from the pool itself. 


Also the sliding doors that open to a 


patio in the pool room might have to be 
modified, he said. 


The contractor, architect and the state 


and county officials will meet to resolve 
the discrepancies with the codes, Arndt 
said.

In this seciwid of two 
articles about the education sections of 
the proposed constitution, the financial 
aspects arc discussed by Mrs. Anne 
Evans, of DCS Plaines, who was vice 
chairman of the Con Con Committee on 
Education.

"The State has the primary responsi- 


bility for financing the system of public 
education." 


This statement is the third paragraph 


of the proposed education article. It was 
designed to be "a nudge" and a "strong 
hint" to the Illinois General Assembly to 
increase state aid to schools, according 
to Mrs. Anne Evans, a Des Plaines 
housewife who was vice chairman of Con 
Con's Committee on Education. 


In a recent interview about the finan- 


cial aspects of the proposed constitution, 
Mrs. Evans said it would allow the pre- 
sent level of aid to non-public schools to 
continue, and not block possible ways of 
increasing aid. 


She feels the new constitution would 


provide more equitable and fair tax 
laws. She also feels it would protect par- 
ents from 
unreasonable school fees, 


above school taxes. 


In discussing the statement in the pro- 


posed constitution, giving "primary re- 
sponsibility" to the state for financing 
public education, Mrs. Evans said this 
did not necessarily mean more or less 
aid. 


SOME HAVE interpreted "primary" to 


mean more than 50 per cent. Others have 
interpreted this to mean no change in the 
present 34 per cent aid to schools. 


The sentence resulted from a Con Con 


decision to accept the minority view of 
members of the Committee on Educa- 
tion. The majority, six of eleven, wanted 
the state to pay 90 per cent of school 
costs, and for the school districts to pay 
no more than 10 per cent, Mrs. Evans 
said. 


The majority felt this "would produce 


a level of educational opportunity that 
would be equal throughout the state for 
all children," according to the committee 
report. The majority felt this would elim- 
inate inequities caused by variations in 
the asssessed evaluations of districts. A 
district which is heavy in industry might 
be able to have enough funds to spend 
$1,200 per pupil each year, and its poorer 
neighbor district might pay $500. 


The minority, including Mrs. Evans, 


felt the 90-10 aid system would cut away 
at local control of school districts, lower 
the quality of present educational pro- 
grams by limiting local spending, and 
neccesitate doubling of the state income 
tax. The^Con Con membership voted to 
back the minority opinion, she said. 
' • •• 


THE PRIMARY responsibility sen- 


tence dramatizes the need for more aid 
from the state, and provides a "nudge" 
and a "strong hint" Mrs. Evans said, but 


il can be totally ignored by the General 
Assembly. 


Another area of discussion was the de- 


cision not to change the 1(170 section 
which prohibits aid to non-public schools. 


Discussion centered on whether the 


committee should recommend a less re- 
strictive or more restrictive aid section. 


Members came to feel that more re- 


strictive language would eliminate pre- 
sent slate aid to non-public schools for 
the Illinois State scholarship program 
pupil transportation, the school lunch, 
and aid to handicapped children and in- 
dustrial and training school programs. 


Less restrictive language would violate 


the Federal Constitution which forbids 
the "establishment of religion," which, 
in effect, means no aid. 


IT WAS FELT that leaving Ihe section 


as it is, would not disturb state court 
determinations on what aid is now legal- 
ly possible 


Members also felt that leaving Ihe sec- 


tion as it has been would avoid an emo- 
tional publfc outburst. Changes in sec- 
tions about aid to non-public schools, 
recently caused an uproar in New York, 
which helped defeat that state's proposed 
constitution, Mrs. Evans said. 


The committee also heard testimony 


that aid to non-public schools could be 
expanded under recent decisions of the 
U. S. Supreme Court. Basically, these de- 
cisions, on aid for non-religious textbooks 
and subsidized bus fares for non-public 
school students, state that religious and 
non-religious school functions can be sep- 
arated. Aid given to the non-religious 
functions, decision indicate. 


CONCEIVABLY, Mrs. Evans said, reli- 


gious oriented schools could separate 
their functions and get aid for non-reli- 
gious education programs. 


Another sentence, "Education in public 


schools through the secondary level shall 
be free," according to Mrs. Evans, was 
meant to mean, 'in part(] a prohibition 
against excessive extra fees. 


A school district, which is hard-pressed 


for funds, might add various fees, such 
as special fees for an art course for sup- 
plies. This keeps part of the burden of 
paying for education on the parents, and 
off the rest of the taxpayers. 


But if this becomes excessive, the par- 


ents have a means of preventing abuse 
of fees. 


"Free" public schools also prevent the 


kind of system being set up in some 
Southern states, to prevent integration. 
School systems could not become pri- 
vate, she said. 


MRS. EVANS also feels "more equi- 


table tax laws are possible under the 
proposed 1970 Constitution. The elderly, 
the homeowner, the renter, the lower in- 
come taxpayer, and indeed, all tax- 
payers will benefit." 
, 
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She disagrees with AFL-CIO objections 


to the revenue article because fhe state 
income tax would not be a graduated tax 
under the proposed constitution. The 
AFL-CIO objects to charging all Individ-- 


uals at the same rate, regardless of sala- 
ry. 


Mrs. Evans feels that with exemptions 


and deductions, the tax in effect, would 
be graduated. 


There is no ceiling on the income tax 


in the proposed constitution, but there 
also is none in the 1870 constitution, she 
said. The proposed constitution also 
would exempt food from the sales tax. 
This lax has been unequal she said, be- 
cause poor people spend a higher per 
cent of their earnings on food, and, in 
effect, pay a 5 per cent tax. 


AS FAR AS educational finances are 


concerned, Mrs. Evans emphasized the 
proposed constitution's prohibition on 
personal property taxes. 


This tax, which is unenforceable in 


parts of the state, means that 
some 


school districts only receive part of the 
funds they should receive, and money 
must come from other sources. 


The proposed constitution states that a 


new tax must be created to replace the 
$250 million the personal property tax 
provided yearly. This tax, which might 
be an income tax, does not have to con- 
form to the 8 to 5 ratio for business and 
individual income, imposed on the in- 
come tax by the proposed constitution. 


Businesses might pay more, she said.

1 think that when it comes to the 
health of the people and it Is something 
dangerous, I think that the government 
should stop it." 


MRS. LEONARD SCHILLER, of 494 


Patton Dr., said, "Maybe less publicity 
would make people think. The anti-smok- 
ing commercials are also effective," 
Mrs. Schiller believes. "We have two 
small youngsters and when the com- 
mercial comes on showing the couple 
just getting married, it really hits home. 


"For the public interest, I think it is a 


good thing to ban the commercials. It 
takes it away from the public and I think 
that helps," she said. 


"I think it's a good thing," commented 


MRS. SCOTT LEMMON of 284 Anthony 
Dr., Buffalo Grove. She doesn't think the 
action violates the rights of private en- 
terprise. "I don't think it's an in- 
fringement. It is more to protect the 
health of citizens than an infringement." 


MRS. ROY JONES, of 510 Burnt Em- 


ber Ln., Buffalo Grove approves of the 
action but does not think it will have any 
effect on the public. "I don't think ban- 
ning them will make any difference. 
People are going to smoke regardless. It 
will have no effect at all," she said.-

Learning With Toys 
New Firemen Drill 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


New Wheeling firemen are spending 


part of their time between calls playing 
with toy fire trucks. 


But it's far from an amusing way to 


pass idle time in the fire station, how- 
ever. What they are involved in is a 
training program for the new firemen 
that was devised by Fire Chief Bernie 
Koeppen. 


In the main room of the fire station is 


a mock-up board of a village street with 
a factory and a glass house, On ,the 
board the new firemen move toy fire 
trucks around, hook the engines up to 
hydrants and fight imaginary fires. 


Hoses made of shoe laces, (different 


colors for different size hoses) help train 
the firemen about how hoses should be 
used at a real fire. 


Each of the toy trucks has been modi- 


fied so it is a near-exact copy of the real 
fire engines used by the department. The 
toy trucks are equipped with the same 
amount and kind of equipment — hoses, 
ladders, nozzles and axes —as the real 
trucks have. 


ONE OF THE MAJOR functions of the 


program is to teach the new firemen 
about the accessories necessary to con- 
nect different sizes of hoses and to give 
them practice in figuring out how they 
would fight a certain type of fire with the 
equipment available. 


The board also is used to teach fire- 


men about how the engines should be 
placid to best fight a fire and about the 
various types of water sources they 
would use. A mock factory is designed 
after the actual Skil Corp factory in the 
village and firemen are trained to hook 
up the engines to the sprinkler system. 


The mole experienced men on the de- 


partment make up imaginary firefightlng 
situations and let the new men work on 
solving them. One of the problems which 
the new men had to solve was deciding 
what to do if, while fighting a fire, water 
pressure became inadequate. 


Currently one firemen is building a 


model of an apartment building to aid in 
training new men on fighting apartment 
fires. 


A miniature glass house with round 


openings in various locations is used to 
train the firemen how to ventilate a 
building during a fire. 


A fire is built on a saucer in the center 


of the building with damp tobacco and 
the house is filled with smoke. The new 
firemen then open various holes in the 
building to see the effect on the smoke 
inside. 


KOEPPEN EXPLAINED that if a 
building is not properly ventilated during 
a fire it can explode from the com- 
bination of the gases which build up in- 
side. 


The three new firemen being trained 


on the board are the first full-time men 
to use the device (although volunteers 
use it also), Koeppen said. The three are 
Gerald Koeppen, Charles Conway and 
Robert Trausch. All were sworn in dur- 
ing the last three months. 


The three other village firemen who 


have been with the department longer, 
Ralph Perricone, Dan Dieter and An- 
drew Neargarder, are doing most of the 
training of'the new men, with help from 
the chief. 


Koeppen estimated that he can teach 


the new firemen in an hour, things it 
would take them six months in the field 
to learn. 


The board is only a small part of the 


extensive three-week training program 
given to the new firemen when they join 
the department. ' 


In addition, they study many other sub- 


jects from communications, to filing re- 
ports, to how to operate a fire ex- 
tinguisher, 


THE MEN ARE trained to use all of 


the departments equipment from trucks 
and pumps to the inhalator equipment 
because on a department as small as 
Wheeling's, each man may be called 
upon to do almost any job. 


At fires the new men assist in minor 


jobs under the direction of other firemen 
— both full-time, and volunteers who still 
make up the majority of the firefighters 
in the village. 


The introductory work is only a begin- 


ning for the new men who will continue 
their training on a part-time basis at 
various area schools. 


In the meantime, however, the trucks 


and shoelaces and miniature hydrants 
serve a purpose of explaining problems 
without actually having to haul lengths of 
hose and connect hoses to hydrants. 


Koeppen says that one of the best 


benefits of the toy training program is 
that the department is never caught with 
an engine stripped down for practice 
when a fire call comes in. "We just put 
the toys down and go downstairs where 
the real equipment is ready to answer 
the call,* he said.

Changes On 
New Pool? 


Modifications to the desig of the new 


Neptune's Pool at Wheeling High School 
may be necessary to make the building 
conform to state codes, Wheeling Park 
District commissioners have learned 


The park board last Thursday held up 


final payments to the architects for the 
pool until an agreement could be reached 
on the matter 


The board received a letter from the 


office of County School Superintendent 
Robert Hanrahan which said that be- 
cause of the design of the pool, no more 
than 40 students at a time could use it 
during school hours 


The pool, which is owned by the park 


district, is rented by High School Dist 
214 during school hours for use by Wheel- 
ing High School students 


Park Supt Ferd Arndt said that many 


of the discrepancies in design, such as 
the type of non-skid surfaces on stairs in 
the building, are minor 


One major change would be a require- 


ment that a second exit be installed in 
the swimming pool room itself, Arndt 
said 


He said that the exit which now exists 


might be too far from the pool itself 


Also the sliding doors that open to a 


patio in the pool room might have to be 
modified, he said 


The contractor, architect and the state 


and county officials will meet to resolve 
toe discrepancies with the codes, Arndt 
said. 


Citizens of Illinois on Dec. 15 will be 


given a chance to vote for or against a 
new constitution. In this second of two 
articles about the education sections of 
the proposed constitution, the financial 
aspects are discussed by Mrs. Anne 
Evans, of DCS Plaines, who was vice 
chairman of the Con Con Committee on 
Education.

"The State has the primaiy responsi- 


bility foi financing the system of public 
education " 


This statement is the third paragraph 


of the pioposed education article It was 
designed to be "a nudge" and a "strong 
hint" to the Illinois General Assembly to 
increase state aid to schools, according 
to Mrs Anne Kvans, a Des Plaines 
housewife who was vice chairman of Con 
Con's Committee on Education 


In a recent interview about the finan- 


cial aspects of the proposed constitution, 
Mrs Evans said it would allow the pre- 
sent level of aid to non-public schools to 
continue, and not block possible ways of 
increasing aid 


She feels the new constitution would 


provide more equitable and fair tax 
laws She also feels it would protect par- 
ents from 
unreasonable school fees, 


above school taxes 


In discussing the statement in the pro- 


posed constitution, giving "primary re- 
sponsibility" to the state for financing 
public education, Mrs Evans said this 
did not necessarily mean more or less 
aid 


SOME HAVE interpreted "primal y" to 


mean more than 50 per cent Others have 
interpreted this to mean no change in the 
present 34 per cent aid to schools 


The sentence resulted from a Con Con 


decision to accept the minority view of 
members of the Committee on Educa- 
tion The majority, six of eleven, wanted 
the state to pay 90 per cent of school 
costs, and for the school districts to pay 
no more than 10 per cent, Mrs Evans 
said 


The majority felt this "would produce 


a level of educational opportunity that 
would be equal throughout the state for 
all children," according to the committee 
report The majority felt this would elim- 
inate inequities caused by variations in 
the asssessed evaluations of districts A 
distnct which is heavy in industry might 
be able to have enough funds to spend 
$1,200 per pupil each year, and its poorer 
neighbor district might pay $500. 


The minority, including Mrs Evans, 


felt the 90-10 aid system would cut away 
at local control of school districts, lower 
the quality of present educational pro- 
grams by limiting local spending, and 
necessitate doubling of the state income 
tax The Con Con membership voted to 
back the minority opinion, she said. 


THE PRIMARY responsibility sen- 


tence dramatizes the need for more aid 
from the state, and provides a "nudge" 
and a "strong hint" Mrs Evans said, but 


it can be totally ignored by the General 
Assembly 


Anothci aiea of discussion was the de- 


cision not to change the 1870 section 
which ptohibits aid to non public schools 


Discussion centered on whether the 


committee should recommend a less re- 
stuctive or more restrictive aid section 


Members came to feel that moie re- 


strictive language would eliminate pre- 
sent stale aid to non public schools for 
the Illinois State scholaiship program 
pupil transportation, the school lunch, 
and aid lo handicapped children and m- 
dushml and tiaming school programs 


Loss restrictive language would violate 


the Federal Constitution which forbids 
the "establishment of religion," which, 
in effect, means no aid 


IT WAS FELT that leaving the section 


as it is, would not disturb state court 
determinations on what aid is now legal- 
ly possible 


Members also felt that leaving the sec- 


tion as it has been would avoid an emo- 
tional public outburst Changes m sec- 
tions about aid to non-public schools, 
recently caused an uproar in New York, 
which helped defeat that state's proposed 
constitution, Mrs Evans said 


The committee also heard testimony 


that aid to non-public schools could be 
expanded under recent decisions of the 
U S Supreme Court Basically, these de- 
cisions, on aid for non-religious textbooks 
and subsidized bus fares for non public 
school students, state that religious and 
non-religious school functions can be sep- 
arated 
Aid given to the non-religious 


functions, decision indicate 


CONCEIVABLY, Mrs Evans said, reli- 


gious oriented schools could separate 
their functions and get aid for non-reli- 
gious education programs 


Another sentence "Education in public 


schools through the secondary level shall 
be free," according to Mrs Evans, was 
meant to mean, in part, a prohibition 
against excessive extra fees 


A school district, which is hard-pressed 


for funds, might add various fees, such 
as special fees for an art course for sup- 
plies This keeps part of the burden of 
paying for education on the parents, and 
off the rest of the taxpayers 


But if this becomes excessive, the par- 


ents have a means of preventing abuse 
of fees 


"Free" public schools also prevent the 


kind of system being set up in some 
Southern states, to prevent integration 
School systems could not become pri- 
vate, she said 


MRS. 
EVANS also feels "more equi- 


table tax laws are possible under the 
proposed 1970 Constitution The elderly, 
the homeowner, the renter, the lower in- 
come taxpayer, .and indeed, all tax- 
payers will benefit" 


She cusagrees with AFL-CIO objections 


to the revenue article because the state 
income tax would not be a graduated tax 
under the proposed constitution The 
AFL-CIO objects to charging all individ- 


uals at the same rate, regardless of sala- 
ry 


Mrs Evans feels that with exemptions 


and deductions, the tax m effect, would 
he gtaduated 


There is no ceiling on the income tax 


in the proposed constitution, but there 
also is none in the 1870 constitution, she 
said 
The proposed constitution also 


would exempt food from the sales tax 
This tax has been unequal she said, be- 
cause poor people spend a higher per 
cent of their earnings on food, and, in 
effect, pay a 5 per cent tax 


AS FAR AS educational finances are 


concerned, Mrs Evans emphasized the 
proposed constitution's prohibition on 
personal property taxes 


This tax, which is unenforceable in 


parts of the state, means that some 
school districts oniy receive part of the 
funds they should receive, and money 
must come from other sources 


The proposed constitution states that a 


new tax must be created to replace the 
$250 million the personal property tax 
provided yearly This tax, which might 
be an income tax, does not have to con- 
form to the 8 to 5 ratio for business and 
individual income, imposed on the in- 
come tax by the proposed constitution 


Businesses might pay more, she said

Palatine, said yesterday a meeting in 
Northwest Community Hospital last Au- 
gust "accomplished more than we real- 
ized." 


Morris and Emerson Thomas, head of 


the Palatine Township Youth Com- 
mittee; John Wightman, director of the 
Northwest Suburban Education Organi- 
zation; Bert Chotiner, assistant adminis- 
trator of Northwest Community Hospital; 
and Morton Friedman, a Palatine physi- 


cian formed the core group spearheading 
the plan. 


In August a meeting attended by 100 


state, county and local representatives 
was held to discuss plans for curbing 
drug abuse by providing more drug-re- 
lated information, education and in-ser- 
vice training among various professional 
groups. 


ORIGINALLY, the plan was to involve 


a local drug information center as well 
as several programs for in-service train- 
ing among health, education, community 
and communication professions. 


Another provision of the program was 


it would be done on a local level, not by 
forming new groups, but by educating 
and utilizing existing resources. 


Since then, the response from the 


people who did attend the first meeting 
had been encouraging, and the local drug 
information center idea has mushroomed 
into what could become a state-wide pro- 
gram. 


Morris, who is a professor of pharma- 


cology at the University of Illinois' Chi- 
cago campus, said he bas proposed a 
similar center to the university officials 
and has received their permission. 


UNDER THE REVISED plan, a drug 


education center will eventually be set 


up at the university's medical center in 
Chicago "to serve as back-up for local 
resources," Morris said. 


The proposed center will help individ- 


uals and local groups with informational 
and educational services they might need 
in regard to drug abuse. 


It will also serve as a referral service 


for agencies or communities interested 
in starting a drug abuse program, Morris 
said. 


In time, the medical center program 


could serve all of Illinois with the Uni- 
versity of Illinois acting as the core of 
the project. 


Other results from the meeting last Au- 


gust include stepped up drug education 
programs in the local schools and an at- 
tempt to revitalize a youth service pro- 
gram in the Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
area, Morris said. 


John Wightman, of the Northwest Sub- 


urban Special Education Organization, 
said instructional and informational ma- 
terials have been updated and circulated 
more widely in area schools since the 
August meeting. 


EMMERSON THOMAS of the Palatine 


Township Youth Committee has also 
made a'recent plea to rejuvenate The 
Outpost, a store-front drop-in center and 
referral agency for teens which has been 


defunct for the past several months. 


Due to these developments Morris said 


he did not see a need to meet more often 
since the mass meeting was held in Au- 
gust. 


"Our role was not to start up a new 


organization. We wanted to get people to- 
gether. Since then, we've seen evidence 
that many local groups are starting to do 
their local thing m regard to drug abuse 
and this is exactly what we wanted," he 
said. 


Morris, Thomas Wightman, Chotiner 


and Friedman are expected to meet 
again to discuss other long-range devel- 
opments now in the making.

brarian, said the service is a very popu- 
lar one, Films have been made available 
through the Palatine Public Library 
through a joint effort with the North Sub- 
urban Library System. The effort is 
called the Suburban Audio Visual Ser- 
vice, and several libraries in the area 
draw on their film collection. 


SO POPULAR IS the service in Pala- 


tine, many films have to be booked 
months in advance. The library is now 
taking bookings for April.

fee of 50 cents per movie is assessed. 


In addition to the wide variety of films 


available through the service, the library 
has its own collection of about 100 short 
films. Library officials said these 8 mm.

It is a language that 
will be .taught at Sacred Heart of Mary 
High 
School, Rolling Meadows in 


January. 


Students will also be able to learn 


about Malcolm X, J.D. Salinger, obscen- 
ity, copper enameling, and lingerie mak- 
ing in January. 


They are several of the 46 mini-courses 


students at Sacred Heart will be taking 
for two weeks starting Jan. 4, 


"These mini-courses are an attempt to 


zero in on a particular area of interest," 
said Lon Baenen, Sacred Heart's princi- 
pal. 


"These courses allow a student greater 


variety and depth in a subject of inter- 
oat. They are not the kind at courses we 


would offer for a fun semester, but will 
allow us to get into other specific areas 
of academia." 


Of the courses being offered, the most 


popular is titled "Pop Music in the 60's," 
Baenen said. The course deals with poe- 
try in music and studies the music of the 
Beatles, among others. 


BAENEN SAID another popular course 


is "Drugs — Use and * Abuse," which will 
get into the current national problem of 
drug usage. The "Obscenity: What Is 
It?" course is also popular he said. 


Some courses are not as popular. The 


"Alienation in Faulkner" course is not 
being applied for in quantity. Baenen 
said the four Faulkner books listed as 
"to be read in advance" of ttie course 
may have scared students away. 


Students at Sacred Heart can choose 


their own courses and take as many as 
they want. Some courses run all day 
while most run about two hours a day. 


Courses were based on student and fac- 


u l t y suggestions. 
Suggestions 
were 


matched with the teacher's talents and 
the 46 courses resulted. 


Students do not even have to attend the 


school to take these courses. Among the 
more inventive courses is the language 
department's trip to Quebec to teach 
French. Students will spend afternoons 
talking with French Canadian students, 
learning about local culture as well as 
the language. The mornings will be open 
for skiing. 


THERE IS AN extra fee charged to 


take this course, Baenen said. 


Another course involves a swap with 


Mother Butler High School in New York. 


Students at Sacred Heart will go to New 
York to take a course in urban studies. 
Mother Butter students will visit Rolling 
Meadows and take courses at Sacred 
Heart. 


Baenen said students at one school will 


house the students visiting from the oth- 
er school to cut costs. 


He added he hopes to have school ex- 


changes involving Sacred Heart and oth- 
er schools run by the sisters of Sacred 
Heart around the world in the future. 


Other courses will be visiting places 


like the University of Chicago, the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and Chicago's Inter- 
national House. One course, "Political 
Forum," will feature talks with politi- 
cians, city planners and Mayor Richard 
Daley's Chicago budget officers, accord- 
ing to Sister Susan DiVenuti, RHSM, 


head of Sacred Heart's guidance depart- 
ment. 


SACRED HEART students won't be 


the only people taking these courses, 
Baenen said. Arrangements have been 
made with Fremd High School of Pala- 
tine so a few students may transfer to 
Sflcred Heart for two weeks and take the 
mini-courses. 


"If these mini-courses are successful, 


we may offer them for a week, four 
times a year," Baenen said. "We have 
been working on them for a year." 


Sister Susan said the mini-courses will 


have a definite effect on the school. 


"We won't be standing in the same 


spot we are on now after holding these 
courses," she said. "This honest attempt 
to meet the needs of the students will be 
an education for us, too, changing our 
outlook on education in general."

She feels the new constitution would 


provide more equitable and fair tax 
lav/s. She also feels it would protect par- 
ents from unreasonable school fees, 
above school taxes. 


In discussing the statement in the pro- 


posed constitution, giving "primary re- 
sponsibility" to the state for' financing 
public education, Mrs. Evans said this 
did not necessarily mean more or less 
aid. 


SOME HAVE interpreted "primary" to 


mean more than 50 per cent. Others have 
interpreted this to mean no change in the 
present 34 per cent aid to schools. 


The sentence resulted from a Con Con 


decision to accept the minority view of 
members of the Committee on Educa- 
tion. The majority, six of eleven, wanted 
the state to pay 90 per cent of school 
costs, and for the school districts to pay 
no more than 10 per cent, Mrs, Evans 
said. 


The majority felt this "would produce 


a level of educational opportunity that 
would be equal throughout the state for 
all children," according to the committee 
report The majority felt this would elim- 
inate inequities caused by variations in 
the asssessed evaluations of districts. A 
district which is heavy in industry might 
be able to have enough funds to spend 
$1,200 per pupil each year, and its poorer 
neighbor district might pay $500. 


The minority, including Mrs. Evans, 


felt the 90-10 aid system would cut away 
at local control of school districts, lower 
the quality of present educational pro- 
grams by limiting local spending, and 
neccesitate doubling of the state income 
tax. The Con Con membership voted to 
back the minority opinion, she said. 


THE PRIMARY responsibility 
sen- 


tence dramatizes the need for more aid 
from the state, and provides a "nudge" 
and a "strong hint" Mrs. Evans said, but 
it can be totally ignored by the General 
Assembly. 


Another area of discussion was the de- 


cision not to change the 1870 section 
which prohibits aid to non-public schools. 


Discussion centered on whether the 


committee should recommend a less re- 
strictive or more restrictive aid section. 


Members came to feel that more re- 


strictive language would eliminate pre- 
sent state aid to non-public schools for 
the Illinois State scholarship program 
pupil transportation, the school lunch, 
and aid to handicapped children and in- 
dustrial and training school programs. 


Less restrictive language would violate 


the Federal Constitution which forbids 
the "establishment of religion," which, 
in effect, means no aid. 


IT WAS FELT that leaving the section 


as it is, would not disturb state court 


determinations on what aid is now legal- 
ly possible. 


Members also felt that leaving the sec- 


tion as it has been would avoid an emo- 
tional public outburst. Changes in sec- 
tions about aid to non-public schools, 
recently caused an uproar in New York, 
which helped defeat that state's proposed 
constitution, Mrs. Evans said. 


The committee also, heard testimony 


that aid to non-public schools could be 
expanded under recent decisions of the 
U. S. Supreme Court. Basically, these de- 
cisions, on aid for non-religious textbooks 
and subsidized bus fares for non-public 
school students, state that religious and 
non-religious school functions can be sep- 
arated. Aid given to the non-religious 
functions, decision indicate. 


CONCEIVABLY, Mrs. Evans said, reli- 


gious oriented schools could separate 
their functions and get aid for non-reli- 
gious education programs. 


Another sentence, "Education in public 


schools through the secondary level shall 
be free," according to Mrs. Evans, was 
meant to mean, in part, a prohibition 
against excessive extra fees. 


A school district, which is hard-pressed 


for funds, might add various fees, such 
as special fees for an art course for sup- 
plies. This keeps part of the burden of 
paying for education on the parents, and 
off the rest of the taxpayers. 


But if this becomes excessive, the par- 


ents have a means of preventing abuse 
of fees. 


"Free" public schools also prevent the 


kind of system being set up in some 
Southern states, to prevent integration. 
School systems could not become pri- 
vate, she said. 


MRS. EVANS also feels "more equi- 


table tax laws are possible under the 
proposed 1970 Constitution. The elderly, 
the homeowner, the renter, the lower in- 
come taxpayer, and indeed, all tax- 
payers will benefit." 


She disagrees with AFL-CIO objections 


to the revenue article because the state 
income tax would not be a graduated tax 
under the proposed constitution. The 
AFL-CIO objects to charging all individ- 
uals at the same rate, regardless of sala- 
ry- 


Mrs. Evans feels that with exemptions 


and deductions, the tax in effect, would 
be graduated. 


There is no ceiling on the income tax 


in the proposed constitution, but there 
also is none in the 1870 constitution, she 
said. The proposed constitution also 
would exempt food from the sales tax. 
This tax has been unequal she said, be- 
cause poor people spend a higher per 
cent of their earnings on food, and, in 
effect, pay a 5 per cent tax. 


AS FAR AS educational finances are 


concerned, Mrs. Evans emphasized the 
proposed constitution's prohibition on 
personal property taxes. 


This tax, which is unenforceable in 


parts of the state, means that some 
school districts only receive part of the 
funds they should receive, and money 
must come from other sources. 


The proposed constitution states that a 


new tax must be created to replace the 
$250 million the personal property tax 
provided yearly. This tax, which might 
be an income tax, does not have to con- 
form to the 8 to 5 ratio for business and 
individual income, imposed on the in- 
come tax by the proposed constitution. 


Businesses might pay more, she said.

THROUGH MORE handyman requests 


may come from teachers this winter, the 
building trades class is now drawing up 
plans for a storage shed on the north side 
of the school's track.

For Year To Be Eyed 


Presentation of Sacred Heart of Mary 


HiKh School's program for next year will 
take place on Dec. 13. 


Parents, students and interested mem- 


bers of the community arc invited to dis- 
cuss the program as part of the school's 
open house. 


Sacred Heart principal Len Baenan 


will be the featured speaker at the open 
house, which will bo held from 7:30 to 9 
p.m. in the school cafeteria. 


Building trades is a new course in High 


School Dist. 211. Last year Dennis Kep- 
pan, who teaches woodworking at Pala- 
tine, asked the district if he could expand 
the woodworking curriculum to include a 
course on building construction. 


Sixteen students enrolled in the pilot 


course this fall. They have studied sur- 
veying, wkood types, and basic building 
construction where wood is used. 


Divided into four groups, the students 


have also built scaled down models of 
the corner of a house from the inside 
wall covering to the external shingles. 


This winter, when they cannot do out- 


side construction work, the'students will 
prc-fnbricate sections of the storage 
shed. 


"We'll begin by making the forms for 


the concrete piers the building will sit 
on," Koppan said. 


THE SHED WILL be a one-story build- 


ing 20 by 70 feet long and will have rough 
sawn cedar siding svhen finished. It will 
be built near the fence on Colfax Road 
behind the football Field and track. 


"The school needs a plac eto store foot- 


bnJl equipment, snow blowers and other 
large equipment," said Keppan. "We 
need a large project to work on, so I 
volunteered the class to build the shed 
for the school." 


Labor on the shed will be free, though 


the district has allocated $2,500 to buy 
construction material. 


"One end of the building may possibly 


be used as a concesion stand for athletic 
events. We will have windows for con- 
cession sales on one side and overhead 


garage doors on the ends of the build- 
ing," 
' 


The fourth side, which will face the 


street, will not have windows. 


Gravel will cover the shed floor. The 


building will have electricity, but no 
plumbing. 


"I hope this class will be offered again 


next year. The boys are learning a lot 
about house construction. Since they will 
all probably be buying homes in the fu- 
ture, it gives them a chance to find out 
what goes into a house," Keppan said. 


IF THE PILOT course in building 


trades fa. accepted 'as part of the regular 
curriculum,' Keppan hopes his students 
eventualy will be working on real homes, 
garages, or small storage sheds. 


"There's a lot of potential work they 


could do both for groups in the commu- 
nity and for the district. The class does 
all of the drawings for its projects and 
then goes to work to build them. They 
gain by doing some of the .work around 
the school and at the same time the dis- 
trict benefits from their work," Keppan 
said. 


Start with an equation if you want to 


teach students about tho use of mari- 
juana, a noted physician told a group of 
Cook County teachers Monday. 


Dr. Joseph H. Skom, chairman of the 


Illinois State Medical Society's Com- 
mittee on Narcotics, said that the equa- 
tion of the effects of marijuana includes 
much more than simply a chemical reac- 
tion causing a "high." 


He said that one's self-concept, a con- 


cept of life, and an understanding of the 
American "establishment" are all vari- 
ables as to the effect marijuana has on a 
person. 


Dr. Skom said that a number of studies 


showed that the reaction to using mari- 
juana does not always match the amount 
of the chemical drug in the marijuana. 
Psychological factors contribute to a per- 
son's high, he said. 


"YOU'RE DEALING almost with a 


psychological problem," Dr. Skom said, 
and he stressed that a better education 
can relieve drug abuse, as well as solu- 
tions which can ease the mental and 
physical problems faced by students. 


Dr. Skom's speech was delivered in the 


morning of a two day session of the Cook 
County Drug Education Conference, de- 
signed to educate teachers about a new 
drug curriculum guide. 


The guide, "Teaching About Drugs," 


was produced by the American School 
Health Association and the Pharmaceu- 
tical Manufacturer's Association. Cook 
County School Supt. Robert Hanrahan 
sponsored the conference. 


Hawaiian's office had originally ex- 


pected about 350 teachers and adminis- 
trators from 
public 
and nonpublic 


schools in Cook County to attend. How- 
ever, by noon the ballroom of the La 
Salle Hotel had filled with about 500 per- 
sons. 


DR. SKOM, who is assistant professor 


of medicine at the Northwestern Univer* 
sity School of Medicine, said an average 
dosage of drugs such as stimulants or 
depressants may have little effect if the 
psychological conditions are right. 


He cited two experiments in which per- 


sons were told to expect a stimulant or 
depressant, and then were given the op- 
posite. In both cases, the persons reacted 
to what they were told they would re- 
ceive, not what they actually got. 


Dr. Skom stressed, though, that a 


heavy dose of most drugs, especially' 
LSD, will produce a specific effect. 


He added drug problems vary from 


community to community in the Chicago 
area, and that the problem is sharply dif- 
ferent from what is was ten years ago. 
Finally, there's a large middle group of 
students who can sway between the hard- 
core drug users and the "hard-core non- 
users," he said. 


Earlier, Mrs. Sue Boe, director of con- 


sumer service, Pharmaceutical Manu- 
facturers Association, told the group that 
use of multiple drugs has sharply in- 
creased. 


She said that more heroin addicts to- 


day are using cocaine, marijuana and 
amphetamines ait the same time, and she 
added that Haight-Ashbury area in San 


Francisco has shifted usage from mari- 
juann to "speed" and finally to heroin. 


In response to a question about the le- 


galization of marijuana, .she said that 
one reason arguing against legalization 
was that it had not yet been submitted to 
strict medical testing. With various types 
and grades of marijauna available, 
"which do you legali/.c," Mrs. Boo asked. 


She added that persons in the flow of 


legal drugs to the public have the follow- 
ing responsibilities to prevent abuses: 


—Manufacturers: The quality, potency 


and the responsibility of careful dis- 
tribution; 


—Wholesalers: The responsibility of 
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careful and safe storage, plus the respon- 
sibility of a careful sale to pharmacists; 


—Physicians: An accurate diagnosis 


and carefully writing the proper pre- 
scription; 


—Pharmacists: Maintaining a 
safe 


supply of drugs and carefully monitoring 
purchasers; and 


—Patients: Following usage directions 


carefully and keeping hazardous drugs 
away from non-users. 


The two-day conference will conclude 


today. Dr. Robert Forney, chairman of 
the Department of Toxicology, Indiana 
University, will speak on "Alcohol and 
Marijuana" at 1:30.

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Meadows Trace Tour 
Slated By Officials 


City officials will make a second in- 


spection tour of Meadow Trace Apart- 
ments Thursday to check the progress of 
efforts to improve various living condi- 
tions in the apartment complex 


After the first Inspection in October a 


list of defects found in the buildings was 
sent to the Kassuba Trace Development 
Corp, owners of Meadow Trace, recom- 
mending that improvements be made 


According to Sverre Haug, Rolling 


Meadows building and zoning officer, 
this inspection will determine to what ex- 


tent the previous recommendations have 
been carried out. 


Inspections of the apartment complex 


were prompted by a number of com- 
plaints from over 200 tenants in the 
buildings. Complaints concerned fire 
code violations, ventilation, water and 
sewage problems and rats and insects 
living in the buildings. Many tenants also 
complained of little response given to 
their problems by the management of 
the complex. 


AFTER THE FIRST inspection, 


Program May Be 
Felt Statewide 


Efforts of several Palatine men to 


start a massive local plan against drug 
abuse may now have state-wide effects 


Dr. Ralph Morris, 901 Arrowhead Dr., 


Palatine, said yesterday a meeting in 
Northwest Community Hospital last Au- 
gust "accomplished more than we real- 
ized " 


Morris and Emerson Thomas, head of 


the Palatine Township Youth Com- 
mittee, John Wightmin, director of the 
Northwest Suburban Education Organi- 
zation; Bert Chotlner, assistant adminis- 
trator of Northwest Community Hospital; 
and Morton Friedman, a Palatine physi- 
cian formed the core group spearheading 
the plan. 


In August a meeting attended by 100 


state, county and local representatives 
was held to discuss plans for curbing 
drug abuse by providing more drug-re- 
lated information, education and in-ser- 
vice training among various professional 
groups. 


ORIGINALLY, the plan was to involve 


a local drug information center as well 
as several programs for in-service train- 
ing among health, education, community 
and communication professions 


Another provision of the program was 


it would be done on a local level, not by 
forming new groups, but by educating 
and utilizing existing resources. 


Since then, the response from the 


people who did attend the first meeting 
hod been encouraging, and the local drug 
Information center idea has mushroomed 
Into what could become a state-wide pro- 
gram. 


Morris, who is a professor of pharma- 


cology at the University of Illinois' Chi- 
cago campus, said he has proposed a 
similar center to the university officials 
and has received their permission. 


UNDER THE REVISED plan, a drug 


education center will eventually be set 
up at the university's medical center in 


Chicago "to serve as back-up for local 
resources," Morris said. 


The proposed center will help individ- 


uals and local groups with informational 
and educational services they might need 
in regard to drug abuse. 


It will also serve as a referral service 


for agencies or communities interested 
in starting * drug abuse program, Morris 
said. 


In time, the medical center program 


could icrve all of llllnoU -with the Uni- 
versity of Illinois acting as the core of 
the project, 
t 


Other results from the meeting lait Au- 


gust Include stepped up drug education 
programs in the local schools and an at- 
tempt to revitalize a youth service pro- 
gram in the Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
area, Morris said. 


John Wightman, of the Northwest Sub- 


urban Special Education Organization, 
said instructional and informational ma- 
terials have been updated and circulated 
more widely in area schools since the 
August meeting. 


EMMERSON THOMAS of the Palatine 


Township Youth Committee has also 
made a recent plea to rejuvenate The 
Outpost, a store-front drop-in center and 
referral agency for teens which has been 
defunct for the past several months. 


Due to these developments Morris said 


he did not see a need to meet more often 
since the mass meeting was held in Au- 
gust. 


"Our role was not to start up a new 


organization. We wanted to get people to- 
gether, Since then, we've seen evidence 
that many local groups are starting to do 
their local thing in regard to drug abuse 
and this is exactly what we wanted," he 
said. 


Morris, Thomas Wightman, Chotlner 


and Friedman are expected to meet 
again to discuss other long-range devel- 
opments now In the making. 


Haug's office recommended improve- 
ments be made in the Mowing areas: 


— Fix basement foundations and 


patch cracks in the floors; 


— Reseal the walls where patching 


was needed and install necessary drain 
tile; 


— Provide better ventilation in the 


basements; 


— Install sturdier doors to the base- 


ments; 
— Repair the holes found in the base- 
ment ceilings; 


— Adjust floors that have been under- 


going a gradual sinking. 


During the inspection, Haug also found 


some individual buildings in violation of 
the city fire code because they were con- 
structed with only one entrance to the 
basement. 


ALTHOUGH NO deadline was set for 


completion of the building improve- 
ments, Haug said he anticipated a good 
deal of cooperation from the Kassuba or- 
ganization. The letter sent in October by 
Haug to Kassuba which included the list 
of recommendations also stated that if 
Kassuba did not clean up the area "it 
will be necessary for this city to take 
punitive action." 


Haug said Don McDade, the city build- 


ing inspector, and an inspector from the 
city fire district would make the second 
inspection Thursday.

Co-Op Students: They're Not Typical

When Mrs. Clyde Brooks walks into 


her first-hour class at Forest View High 
School she may be carrying a textbook. 
Most likely she won't, but for the sake of 
argument, let's say she is. 


Within the walls and behind the door to 


Room C-103 are desks, chairs and a 
smeared, green chalkboard. 


Sitting in the chairs are 17 or 18 stu- 


dents, Students who look like most stu- 
dents at the school. A few have long hair, 
a few have short hair, a few dressed 
neatly, and a few dressed on the sloppy 
side 


So the picture of Mrs. Brooks, textbook 


in hand, standing before the students 
gives the appearance of a typical high 
school teacher teaching typical students. 


APPEARANCES ASIDE, however, any 


resemblance of Mrs. Brooks' class to the 
typical class at Forest View High School 
is purely coincidental. 


That's because Mrs. Brooks' students 


are special. Not special-good or special- 
bad, but special-different. 


They're enrolled in the high school's 


Cooperative Work Training Program. A 
program for students who for tome rea- 
son or another are lew than enthused 
with the dally grind of academics thou- 
sands of other student* have come to ac- 
cept. 


"Somewhere along the line they be- 


came disenchanted with high school It'« 


boredom mostly," explains Mrs. Brooks. 


"Some of my students have excellent 


grades. Some o! them have As in all 
their subjects But if they do get good 
grades they do so because they work at 
it. They do so to satisfjcthemselves and 
not a 
teacher. 
> 


"Most of them can't relate to teachers. 


They can't relate to a teacher standing 
up in front of the room and tolling them 
about the Boston Tea Party. They're in- 
terested in what happens today," she 
said. 


MOST OF the students were enrolled 


in the" Cooperative Work Training Pro- 
gram through school counselors. With 
the assistance of Mrs. Brooks, they hope 
to find jobs in the area. Jobs such as 
service station attendants, leter car- 
riers, automobile mechanics, store clerks 
and janitorial work. 


The theory is an old one: give a person 


responsibility and he or she will In turn 
act responsible. In the enrollment form 
evry student in the class must sign, it 
states, "The CWT Program is planned to 
develop a student academically, socially 
and economically. In doing this, there 
are definite things that must be done. 
There are responsibilities, the student 
must realize and you must agree upon, 
to cooperate in carrying them out to the 
fullest extent." 


The program is designed to operate for 


• one-year period for staler*, and for « 


two-year period for juniors. Each student 
must put in a minimum of 15 hours a 
week on a job (for which they get paid), 
and his or her employment plays a large 
part in his final course grades. They 
must also attend other classes. 


Mrs. Brooks feels that working at a job 


gives the students an education that can- 
not come out of a classroom, an educa- 
tion with immediate rewards in terms of 
dollars and cents. 


The students must show responsibility 


in another way also. The course includes 
from three to five field trips, although 
the students hate the term "field trip," 
and the students themselves have to do 
the planning because Mrs. Brooks won't. 


IT'S THE STUDENTS who went to 


Principal Lawrence Jenness and asked if 
they could go to Cook County Hospital or 
»he Chicago Police Department. They got 
the money, they furnished the trans- 
portation and they contacted the neces- 
sary people. 


"I would have to say that the main 


purpose w the class is to help the kids 
with their own self-identity," said Mrs. 
Brooks. 
/"Then, I guess help them understand 
the importance of an education, that they 
have to graduate and make something of 
themselves. 


"I suppose another reason for the class 


is to teach them responsibility with their 
Job and dan projects." 


MRS. BROOKS' class is handled infor- 


mally to say the least. If students don't 
feel like sitting in a chair, they sit on the 
desk. If they want to talk they don't raise 
their hands to be called upon, they just 
speak up. 


It's necessary that the class be con- 


ducted in an unorthodox manner because 
it's the typical high school routine which 
turned the students off m the first place, 
she said. 


It's also important that Mrs. Brooks be 


unlike the typical teacher, because the 
students don't always work well with typ- 
ical teachers either 


The students want somebody they don't 


have to talk up to, somebody they can 
confide in A person to whom they can ei- 
ther air then* gripes or share their happi- 
ness with. 


Mrs. Brooks is used to kids with prob- 


lems; she spent 13 years directing a sim- 
ilar program in Chicago called the Drop 
Out Program 


If a youngster spouts out his or her. use 


of drugs Mrs. Brooks isn't all that 
shocked, nor impressed She knows that 
perhaps the youngster does want to 
shock people, perhaps shock people into 
caring 


Mrs Brooks, a tall, statuesque woman, 


poses a figure of dominance in the class- 
room. She can be hard and commanding, 
and lenient and understanding. 


And site does care. 


Rolling Meadows, hosted the family 
meeting as grandmother of the new 
baby However, all the concessions that 
usually go along with being a grand-

"The State has the primary responsi- 


bility for financing the system of public 
education." 


This statement is the third paragraph 


of the proposed education article. It was 
designed to be "a nudge" and a "strong 
hint" to the Illinois General Assembly to 
increase state aid to schools, according 


to Mrs. Anne Evans, a Des Plaines 
housewife who was vice chairman of Con 
Con's Committee on Education 


In a recent interview about the finan- 


cial aspects of the proposed constitution, 
Mrs. Evans said it would allow the pre- 
sent level of aid to non-public schools to 
continue, and not block possible ways of 
increasing aid.

She feels the new constitution would 


provide more equitable and fair tax 
laws She also feels it would protect par- 
ents from 
unreasonable school fees, 


above school taxes. 


In discussing the statement in the pro- 


posed constitution, giving "primary re- 
sponsibility" to the state for financing 
public education, Mrs. Evans said this 
did not necessarily mean more or less 
aid. 


SOME HAVE interpreted "primary" to 


mean more than 50 per cent. Others have 
interpreted this to mean no change in the 
present 34 per cent aid to schools. 


The sentence resulted from a Con Con 


decision to accept the minority view of 
members of the Committee on Educa- 
tion The majority, six of eleven, wanted 
the state to pay 90 per cent of school 
costs, and for the school districts to pay 
no more than 10 per cent, Mrs. Evans 
said 


The majority felt this "would produce 


a level of educational opportunity that 
would be equal throughout the state for 
all children," according to the committee 
report. The majority felt this would elim- 
inate inequities caused by variations in 
the asssessed evaluations of districts. A 
distnct which is heavy in industry might 
be able to have enough funds to spend 
$1,200 per pupil each year, and its poorer 
neighbor district might pay $500. 


The minority, including Mrs. Evans, 


felt the 90-10 aid system would cut away 
at local control of school districts, lower 
the quality of present educational pro- 
grams by limiting local spending, and 
neccesitate doubling of the state income 
tax. The Con Con membership voted to 
back the minority opinion, she said. 


THE PRIMARY responsibility sen- 


tence dramatizes the need for more aid 
from the state, and provides a "nudge" 
and a "strong hint" Mrs. Evans said, but 
it can be totally ignored by the General 
Assembly. 


Another area of discussion was the de- 


cision hot to change the 1870 section 
which prohibits aid to non-public schools. 


Discussion centered on whether the 


committee should recommend a less re- 
strictive or more restrictive aid section. 


Members came to feel that more re- 


strictive language would eliminate pre- 
sent state aid to non-public schools for 
the Illinois State scholarship program, 
pupil transportation, the school lunch, 
and aid to handicapped children and in- 
dustrial and training school programs. 


Less restrictive language would violate 


the Federal Constitution which forbids 
the "establishment of religion," which, 
in effect, means no aid. 


IT WAS FELT that leaving the section 


as it is, would not disturb state court 


determinations on what aid is now legal- 
ly possible. 


Members also felt that leaving the sec- 


tion as it has been would avoid an emo- 
tional public outburst. Changes in sec- 
tions about aid to non-public schools, 
recently caused an uproar in New York, 
which helped defeat that state's proposed 
constitution, Mrs. Evans said. 


The committee also heard testimony 


that aid to non-public schools could be 
expanded under recent decisions of the 
U. S. Supreme Court. Basically, these de- 
cisions, on aid for non-religious textbooks 
and subsidized bus fares for non-public 
school students, state that religious and 
non-religious school functions can be sep- 
arated. Aid given to the non-religious 
functions, decision indicate. 


CONCEIVABLY, Mrs. Evans said, reli- 


gious oriented schools could separate 
their functions and get aid for non-reli- 
gious education programs. 


Another sentence, "Education in public 


schools through the secondary level shall 
be free," according to Mrs. Evans, was 
meant to mean, in part, a prohibition 
against excessive extra fees. 


A school district, which is hard-pressed 


for funds, might add various fees, such 
as special fees for an art course for sup- 
plies. This keeps part of the burden of 
paying for education on the parents, and 
off the rest of the taxpayers. 


But if this becomes excessive, the par- 


ents have a means of preventing abuse 
of fees. 


"Free" public schools also prevent the 


kind of system being set up in some 
Southern states, to prevent integration. 
School systems could not become pri- 
vate, she said. 


MRS. EVANS also feels "more equi- 


table tax laws are possible under the 
proposed 1970 Constitution. The elderly, 
the homeowner, the renter, the lower in- 
come taxpayer, and indeed, all tax- 
payers will benefit" 


She disagrees with AFL-CIO objections 


to the revenue article because the state 
income tax would not be a graduated tax 
under the proposed 
constitution. The 


AFL-CIO objects to charging all individ- 
uals at the same rate, regardless of sala- 
ry. 


Mrs. Evans feels that with exemptions 


and deductions, the tax in effect, would 
be graduated. 


~ There is no ceiling on the income tax 
in the proposed constitution, but there 
also is none in the 1B70 constitution, she 
said. The proposed 
constitution also 


would exempt food from the sales tax. 
This tax has been unequal she said, be- 
cause poor people spend a higher per 
cent of their earnings on food, and, in 
effect, pay a 5 per cent tax. 


AS FAR AS educational finances are 


concerned, Mrs, Evans emphasized the 
proposed constitution's prohibition on 
personal property taxes. 


This tax, which is unenforceable in 


parts of the state, means that some 
school districts only receive part of the 
funds they should receive, and money 
must come from other sources. 


The proposed constitution states that a 


new tax must be created to replace the 
$250 million the personal property tax 
provided yearly. This tax, which might 
be an income tax, does not have to con- 
form to the 8 to 5 ratio for business and 
individual income, imposed on the in- 
come tax by the proposed constitution. 


Businesses might pay more, she said.

Mount Prospect Park District, has an- 
nounced there will be an organizational 
meeting to discuss the planning and op- 
eration of the proposed new teen center 
7:30 p.m. Thursday at the Mount Pros- 
pect Community Center, located at 600 S. 
See-Gwun Ave. 


Geatl said the purpose of the meeting 


is to discuss activities, membership 
procedures and the organization of a 
committee to determine rules to govern 
the center, 


"We hope to lay the groundwork for 


the center at the meeting," said Geati. 
"I would like to take the kids on a tour of 
other teen centers in the area to help 
them in deciding what they want to do." 


Geati said he hopes all youngsters "in- 


terested In the establishment of the teen 
center" attend the meeting. "Maybe 
we'll set up committees to plan activities, 
memberships and maybe establish a 
nominating committee to form rules for 
the center. Perhaps we'll have a com- 
mittee for outfitting the center itself," 
said Geati. 


Except for saying that the bulk of the 


organization and planning of the center 
will be in the hands of the youths them- 
selves, Geati is still not sure what the 
center -vlll consist of, or how many 
youths will be involved. 


Geatl has spent the past few months 


meeting with youths who have showed an 
interest In the center. He has also met 
with student councils at Forest View, 
Prospect and Elk Grove High schools us- 
ing the members as "a stepping stone to 
reach other students." 


"The programming to a great degree 


will be handled by the kids themselves," 
said Geati. "We will do anything we can 
for them that we are legally and physi- 
cally able to do. We're putting the ball in 
their hands. They can do what they want 
to do and make out of the teen center 
what they can," 


Geati has expressed the idea that the 


opening consist of a "paint-in" at which 
the youths spend the day decorating the 
basement to their liking. 


"Since the place is so bare it seems

that would be a good way to start off. 
Something has got to be clone with deco- 
rations and it seems like a natural thing 
to do first.

Goati has also considered scheduling

New Wheeling firemen are spending 


part of their time between calls playing 
with toy fire trucks. 


But it's far from an amusing way to 


pass idle tlmo in the fire station, how- 
ever. Whnt they are Involved In is a 
training program for the new firemen 
that was devised by Fire Chief Bernie 
Koeppen, 


In the main room of the fire station is 


a mock-up board of a village street with 
a factory and a glass house. On the 
board the new firemen move toy fire 
trucks around, hook the engines up to 
hydrants and fight imaginary fires. 


Hoses made of shoe Inces, (different 


colors for different size hoses) help train

used at a real fire. 


Each of the toy trucks has been modi- 


fied so it is a near-exact copy of the real 
fire engines used by the department. The 
toy trucks are equipped with the same 
amount and kind of equipment — hoses, 
ladders, nozzles and axes — as the real 
trucks have. 


ONE OF THE MAJOR functions of the/' 


program is to teach the new firemen 
about the accessories necessary to con- 
nect different sizes of hoses and to give 
them practice in figuring out how they 
would fight a certain type of fire with the 
equipment available. 


The board also is used to teach fire- 


men about how the engines should be 
placed to best fight a fire and about the 
various types of water sources they 
would use. A mock factory is designed 
after the actual Skil Corp factory in the 
village and firemen are trained to hook 
up the engines to the sprinkler system. 


The mofe experienced men on the de- 


partment make up Imaginary firefighting 
situations and let the new men work on 
solving them. One of the problems which 
the new men had to solve was deciding 
what to do if, while fighting a fire, water 
pressure became Inadequate. 


Currently one firemen is building a 


model of an apartment building to aid in 
training new men on fighting apartment 
fires. 


A miniature glass house with round 


openings in various locations is used to 
train the firemen how to ventilate a 
building during a fire. 


A fire is built on a saucer in the center 


of the building with damp tobacco and 
the house is filled with smoke, The new 
firemen then open various holes in the 
building to see the effect on the smoke 
inside, 


KOEPPEN EXPLAINED that if a 


building is not properly ventilated during 
a fire it can explode from the com- 
bination of the gases which build up in- 
side. 


The three new firemen being trained 


on the board arc the first full-time men 


to use the device (although volunteers 
use it also), Koeppen said. The three are 
Gerald Koeppen, Charles Conway and 
Robert Trausch. All were sworn in dur- 
ing the last three months. 


The three other village firemen who 


have been with the department longer, 
Ralph Perricone, Dan Dieter and An- 
drew Neargarder, are doing most of the 
training of the new men, with help from 
the chief. 


Koeppen estimated that he can teach- 


the new firemen in an hour, things it 
would take them six months in the field 
to learn. 


The board is only a small part of the 


extensive three-week training program 
given to the new firemen when they join 
the department. 


In addition, they study many other sub- 


jects from communications, to fib'ng re- 
ports, to how to operate a fire ex- 
tinguisher. 


THE MEN ARE trained to use all of 


the departments equipment from trucks 
and pumps to the inhalator equipment 
because on a department as small as 
Wheeling's, each man may be called 
upon to do almost any job. 


At fires the new men assist in minor 


jobs under the direction of other firemen 
— both full-time, and volunteers who still 
make up the majority of the firefighters 
in the village. 


The introductory work is only a begin- 


ning for the new men who will continue 
their training on a part-time basis at 
various area schools. 


In the meantime, however, the trucks 


and shoelaces and miniature hydrants 
serve a purpose of explaining problems 
without actually having to haul lengths of 
•hose and connect hoses to hydrants. 


Koeppen says that one of the best. 


benefits of the toy training program is 
that the department is never caught with 
an engine stripped down for practice 
when a fire call comes in. "We just put 
the toys down and go downstairs where 
the real equipment is ready to answer 
the call," he said.

Each of the toy trucks has been modi- 


fied so it is a near-exact copy of the real 
fire engines used by the department. The 
toy trucks are equipped with the same 
amount and kind of equipment — hoses, 
ladders, nozzles and axes — as the real 
trucks have. 


ONE OF THE MAJOR functions of the 


program is to teach the new firemen 
about the accessories necessary to con- 
nect different sizes of hoses and to give 
them practice in figuring out how they 
would fight a certain type of fire with the 
equipment available. 


The board also is used to teach fire- 


men about how the engines should be 
placed to best fight a fire and about the 
various types of water sources they 
would use. A mock factory is designed 
after the actual Skil Corp factory in the 
village and firemen are trained to hook 
up the engines to the sprinkler system. 


The mofe experienced men on the de- 


partment make up imaginary firefighting 
situations and let the new men work on 
solving them. One ot the problems which 
the new men had to solve was deciding 
what to do if, while fighting a fire, water 
pressure became inadequate, 


Currently one firemen is building a 


model of an apartment building to aid in 
training new men on fighting apartment 
fires, 


A miniature glass house with round 


openings in various locations is used to 
train the firemen how to ventilate a 
building during a fire. 


A fire Is built on a saucer in the center 


of the building with damp tobacco and 
the house ia filled with smoke. The new 
firemen then open various holes in the 
building to see the effect on the smoke 
Inside. 


KOEPPEN EXPLAINED that if a 


building is not properly ventilated during 
a fire it can explode from the com- 
bination of the gases which build up in- 
side.

At fires the new men assist in minor 


jobs under the direction of other firemen' 
— both full-time, and volunteers who still 
make up the majority of the firefighters 
in the village. / 


The introductory work is only a begin- 


ning for the new men who will continue 
their training on a part-time basis at 
various area schools. 


In the' meantime, however, the trucks 


and shoelaces and miniature hydrants 
serve a purpose of explaining problems 
without actually having to haul lengths of 
hose and connect hoses to hydrants. 


Koeppen says that one of the best 


benefits of the toy training program is 
that the department is never caught with 
an engine stripped down for practice 
when a fire call comes in. "We just put 
the toys down and go downstairs where 
the real equipment Is ready to answer 
the call," he said.

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Bus Service Proposed

For Local Commuters 


Hundreds of village housewives may 


be able to sleep later in the mornings if a 
proposed new business succeeds in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Representatives of Arlington Transport 


asked the village board last night for 
their sentiments on a commuter bus ser- 
vice for commuters in the village to the 
Chicago and North Western Railway sta- 
tion. 


The company proposes to operate a 


bus transit system under provisions of 
the Cities and Villages Act of the State of 
Illinois. 


Richard R. Kunz, of 416 N. State St., 


Chicago, who will be general manager of 
the company, told the board the bus line 
wants to institute a 90-day test period to 
determine the feasibility of such a sys- 
tem. 


Kunz, who said the test period would 


begin in January or early February, said 
the company would at first use two 31- 
passenger vehicles OH separate north and 


south routes through the village. 


Hours of operation for the feeder sys- 


tem would be from 6 a.m. to 9 a.m. and 
from 4 p.m. to 7 p.m with an initial ca- 
pacity of approximately 300 passengers 
each rush hour. 


The service would operate at no cost to 


the village and would offer a variety of 
fares Tentative costs to the individual 
passenger would be 35 cents per trip for 
adults and 10 cents for children. Ten-ride 
tickets and unlimited monthly passes 
would also be offered at $3 and $11, re- 
spectively. 


ANOTHER SPOKESMAN for the com- 


pany told the board that the railroad has 
expressed favorable indications for leas- 
ing parking space for the bus at the sta- 
tion Although the board members said 
they could not involve themselves in any 
type of commitment to the company, 
board members expressed favorable re- 
action to the basic plan The board in- 
structed that the village administration, 


the board's legal committee and the vil- 
lage attorney enter into negotiations with 
the proposed company with a view to- 
wards a contract. 


Kunz told the board the company feels 


that it has to begin on a small scale and 
added that it is his opinion that Arhngon 
Heights may be the best village in the 
Chicago area to test such a system. Run? 
said, "If it doesn't work here, it won't 
work anywhere." 


Trustee James T. Ryan questioned the 


validity of the test period. Ryan said he 
didn't know if it would be a fair test of 
the potential of the system when it is 
being financed by only $5,000. Ryan said, 
"I dpn't know if it's fair to say that if it 
doesn't work here, it won't work any- 
whei e, when the test is being undertaken 
in this manner " 


Kunz said if the pattern of service 


proves economically feasible, the hours 
of service would be extended to other pe- 
riods of the day.

nized and encouraged in Des Plaines 
classrooms, but many teachers have felt 
more could be done. 
' MRS. WILLIAMS said that current 
study about education and creativity in- 
dicated that students nationwide lose 
much of their ability to be original and 
creative by fifth grade. 


Students learn to repeat back to the 


teacher whatever the teacher wants to 
hear. Creative students are not recog- 
nized as quickly as intelligent students. A 
student can be creative and not be a gen- 
ius, she said. 


The pilot course begins with a creativ- 


ity test, school officials said. This test 
might ask how the student would attack 
pollution problems. His answers are 


compared with other students and eval- 
uated by teachers. 


The program, which is part of social 


studies classes, allows a student to devel- 
op topics for research, from 'class dis- 
cussions, they said. 


The student then would spend his class 


time doing research on these topics at 
the school library, which have been de- 
veloped to provide books, tape record- 
insg, records and othen teaching aids for 
students. 


If a student were interested in Bolivian 


c u s t o m s , 
he m i g h t make a 


recording of the musical rhythms or use 
slides of Bolivia, school officials said. 


S T U D E N T S WILL be tested for 


changes in their knowledge of library use 
and creativity at the end of the year. 


Dist 62 can take a course on teaching 


creativity, which will begin this week at 
Algonquin Junior High, 767 Algonquin 
Rd.

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Steve Berg, a 


June graduate of Southern Illinois Uni» 
versity, describes his boss as "the hard- 
est worker in the office." 


Berg's boss is U.S. Rep. Harold R. Col- 


lier, R-lOth, who last month was elected 
to his eighty term in the United States 
House of Representatives. 


And Berg's description of Collier as the 


"hardest worker in the office" seems fit- 
ting 


Collier is the only Republican from Illi- 


nois on the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, traditionally one of the busiest 
committees in Congress. The committee 
is so busy, in fact, that Collier has de- 
cided to move his congressional office 
from the spacious Rayburn Building to 
the older and less plush Longworth 
Building where committee meetings are 
held. 


"It's 
too much running back and 


forth," he told this reporter in his office 
recently. 


After 14 years in Congress, Collier is 


getting into a position of greater in- 
fluence. Only six of Illinois 24 House 
members have been in Congress longer 
than him. 


His rank on committees and subcom- 


mittees also is improving and when the 
decision was made by Republicans to try 
to delay action on the controversial trade 


bill last month, Collier was selected to 
offer the motion to recommit the bill to 
committee. 


Berg said the congressman frequently 


puts in a 16 hour day and pays very close 
attention to everything that happens in 
his office. 


He begins the day at 8 a.m. when he 


arrrives from his home in Arlington, Va., 
for frequent breakfast meetings. 


His first office appointments are sched- 


uled for 9 a.m. or shortly after and con- 
tinue until committee meetings start at 
10 a.m. 


When he returns to the office, Collier 


and his staff members review his mail 
and decide what responses need to be 
made. 


The staff sorts the mail by issues and 


importance and Collier and one of his 
secretaries discuss each item. 


In one recent letter, a constituent told 


Collier he faced losing $10,000 because of 
a contract dispute in a venture. Rather 
than tell the writer that he could do noth- 
ing about it, Collier told a staff member 
to ask the Justice Department to send a 
representative to his office so the legal 
questions could be explained. 


Another letter, from a woman in the 


south end of the 10th District, expressed 
concern over rumors she heard about 
possible redistricting of Collier's district. 


Redistricting is a responsibility of 


state, rather than federal, legislators and 


Collier wrote the lady explaining that he 
would forward her letters to the state 
representatives from her district. 


Other mail includes requests for letters 


of recommendation, requests for Collier 
to vote a certain way on pending legisla- 
tion and, in the weeks following last 
month's election, many letters of con- 
gratulations from constituents and Col- 
lier backers. 


After reviewing the mail, Collier re- 


ports to the House chambers where he 
rarely misses a quorum call On Nov 16, 
the opening day of the current session of 
Congress, he was the only one of four 
Northwest suburban congressmen who 
was present for the first roll call 


When the House adjourns each day, 


Collier returns to his office for more 
work and frequently takes papers and 
correspondence home with him at night. 


Twice a month, sometimes more ac- 


cording to Berg, Collier returns to the 
10th District where he meets with con- 
stituents and generally keeps just as 
busy a schedule as he does in Washing- 
ton. 


Prior to his election to Congress hi 


1956, Collier had served as an alderman 
in Berwyn and a township supervisor for 
three years. He's a former 
news- 


paperman and was editor of the Berwyn 
Beacon for four years in the late 1930's 


Collier and his family live hi Western 


Springs.

"The Stute 1ms the primni'y responsi-

This statement is the third paragraph 


of the proposed education article. It was 
designed to be "n nudge" and a "strong 
hint" to the Illinois General Assembly to 
increase state aid to schools, according 
to Mrs. Anne Evans, a DCS Plames 
housewife who was vice chairman of Con 
Con's Committee on Education 


In a recent Interview about the finan- 


cial aspects of the proposed constitution, 
Mrs. Evans said it would allow the pre- 
sent level of old to non-public schools to 
continue, and not block possible ways of 
increasing aid, 


She feels the new constitution would 


provide more equitable and fair tax 
laws. She also feels it would protect par- 
ents from unreasonable school fees, 
above school taxes. 


In discussing the statement in the pio- 


poscd constitution, giving "primary IB- 
sponsibility" to the state for financing 
public education, Mrs Evans said this 
did not necessarily mean more or less 
aid. 


SOME HAVE interpreted "primary" to 


mean more than 50 per cent. Others have 
interpreted this to mean no change in the 
present 3-i per cent aid to schools. 


The sentence resulted from a Con Con 


decision to accept the minority view of 
members of the Committee on Educa- 
tion. The majority, six of eleven, wanted 
the state to pay 90 per cent of school 
costs, and for the school districts to pay 
no more than 10 per cent, Mrs. Evans 


said. 
The majority folt this "would produce 


n level of educational opportunity that 
would be equal throughout tho state for 
all children," according to the committee 
report. The majority felt this would elim- 
inate inequities caused by variations in 
the asssesscd evaluations of districts, A 
district which is heavy in industry might 
be able to have enough funds to spend 
$1,200 per pupil each year, and its poorer 
neighbor district might pay $500. 


Tho minority, including Mrs. Evans, 


felt the 90-10 aid system would cut away 
at local control of school districts, lower 
the quality of present educational pro- 
grams by limiting local spending, and 
neccesitatc doubling of th« state income 
tax. The Con Con membership voted to 
back the minority opinion, she said. 


Changes in sec- 
tions about aid to non-public schools, 
recently caused an uproar in New York,

The committee also heard testimony 


that aid to non-public schools could be 
expanded under recent decisions of the 
U, S, Supreme Court. Basically, these de- 
cisions, on aid for non-religious textbooks 
and subsidized bus fares for non-public 
school students, state that religious and 
non-religious school functions can be sep- 
arated. Aid given to the non-religious 


PRIMARY responsibility sen-

Another area of discussion was the de-

Another sentence, "Education in public 


schools through the secondary level shall 
be free," according to Mrs. Evans, was 
meant to mean, in part, a prohibition 
against excessive extra fees. 


A school district, which is hard-pressed 


for funds, might add various fees, such 
as special fees for an art course for sup- 
plies. This keeps part of the burden of 


paying for education on the parents, and 
off the rest of the taxpayers. 


But if this becomes excessive, the par- 


ents have a means of preventing abuse 
of fees. 


"Free" public schools also prevent the 


kind of system being set up in some 
Southern states, to prevent integration. 
School systems could not become pri- 
vate, she said. 


MRS. EVANS also feels "more equi- 


table tax laws are possible under the 
proposed 1970 Constitution. The elderly, 


the homeowner, the renter, the lower in- 
come taxpayer, and indeed, all tax- 
payers will benefit." 


She disagrees with AFL-CIO objections 


to the revenue article because the state' 
income tax would not be a graduated tax 
under the proposed constitution. The 
AFL-CIO objects to charging all individ- 
uals at the same rate, regardless of sala- 
ry. 


Mrs. Evans feels that with exemptions

Artificial Yule 
Trees Are Urged 


The Des Plaines Fire Department's 


Bureau of Fire Prevention recommends 
that only artificial Christmas trees be 
used. Extreme care should be taken to 
be sure the tree does not block any exit 
from the room, trees should ot e 
placed in hallways or passageways. 


Only U n d e r w r i t e r s approved 


floodlights or spotlights should be used. 
Electric lights or candles on trees or 
wreaths, or similar decorations are pro- 
hibited for use because of their fire po- 
tential. No decoration of any kind should 
be hung or attached to any light fixture. 


Metal trees, for all practical purposes, 


will not burn, but they are a conductor of 
electricity. So use only indirect lighting. 
Use of lighting strings may cause a dan- 
gerous shock hazard. 


Where possible, the use of non-com- 


bustible decorations such as glass or 
metal is preferable. Remember that un- 
treated cotton polystyrene foam and pa- 
per ignite easily and burn very intensely. 
Any continuous horizontal decoration 
should have a fire break every 25 feet. 
Each break should be three feet.

REMEMBER 19*8, when Don Rums- 


feld won by 116,000 votes? People in 
Washington remember that, and it 
branded the district as one of the true 
bastions of the Republican Party. 


So here's 1970 and Stevenson, a Demo- 


crat, beats a Republican in the district. 
Even though the new senator's support 
came mostly from the North Shore town- 
ships, he did remarkably well in the 
Northwest suburbs, carrying Schaum- 
burg and Maine Townships and getting 
from 44 to 47 per cent of the vote in the 
three other townships. 


If those figures aren't enough to make 


local Democrats optimistic for the fu- 
ture, nothing will do it. 


The second phase of the Democratic 


success in the suburbs is more signifi- 
cant within the structure of the party it- 
self than it wiD be in the party's relation- 
ship with the Republican Party in the 
suburbs. 


For years, people like Lynn Williams, 


Democratic state central committeeman 
in the 13th District, have been criticizing 
the Cook County organization and Daley 
for ignoring the population growth in the 
suburbs and for treating suburban Demo- 
crats as ugly stepsisters. 


The fact that grass roots Democrats in 


the suburbs agreed with Williams, was 
seen last March when he was elected 
state central committeeman, defeating 
organization Democrat Ray Krier. 


DALEY, HOWEVER, has not yet in- 


dicated sufficiently that he agrees with 
the new importance of the suburban 
Democrat, and he' has continued to run 
the county organization on a "business 
as usual" basis. 


But that might not be very important 


in the future, based on what happened 
last week, 


When Daley and the state organization 


endorsed the new constitution, they also 
recommended retaining election of judg- 
es, rather than appointment. 


The suburban Democrats, including 


Williams and Palatine Committeeman 
Richard Mugalian, prefer appointment 
of judges because that supposedly would 
remove the judiciary from politics and 
would make the political parties less pa- 
tronage oriented. 


Following the organization's endorse- 


ment, a group of Democrats presented a 
minority report disagreeing with the par- 
ty's stance on selection of judges. 


Among those who disagreed are Ste- 


venson, Mike Bakalis, state superintend- 
ent-elect, and Alan Dixon, state treas- 
urer-elect. 


WHAT DOES IT all mean? Obviously 


Daley still controls the reins of the party 
in the state. But Stevenson, Dixon and 
Bakalis, as the big winners in the last 
month's elections, are going to be able to 
call the shots a lot more because of their 
victories. 


Their sentiments about the party re- 


form are closer to the sentiments of the 
suburban Democrats than they are to the 
Chicago ward commiteemen and the pa- 
tronage workers in the party. 


So the suburbanites should find them- 


selves in a more influential position in 
the party in the coming years. 


That, together 
with their 
success 


against the Republicans this year, will 
make 1970 a most memorable one for lo- 
cal Democrats.

How good is the lighting In your chil- 


dren's study area? 


In these days of supercharged educa- 


tion, students of nil ages arc spending 
more time at their desks Yet, in a re- 
cent study of more thnn 100 homes, con- 
ducted by the Chicago Lighting Institute, 
not one had a properly lighted study 
area 


Proper lighting is the most important 


part of any study center Without proper 
lighting the student finds study most dif- 
ficult Eye fatigue, headaches, watering 
of the eyes and that sleepy feeling are 
the most common effects of inadequate 
lighting.

Yule Safety Tips

CHICAGO (UPI- - Tis the season to 


be extra safety conscious, especially in 
the home, advises the National Safety 
Council. 


"Safe holidays are happy holidays," 


the council says and advises busy host- 
esses to plan ahead. "Planning can save 
your nerves and may also save your 
life." 


It also suggests the housewife should 


declare the kitchen off limits to "tasters, 
snoopers and sniffers" at holiday cooking 
time. 


"Kitchens are for working and not en- 


tertaining . . . too many people create 
confusion and this is a perfect recipe for 
home accidents," the council says. "Tod- 
dlers should be kept in an area where 
they cannot get at hot foods and sharp 
knives." 


The normal rules of kitchen safety 


should be observed with extra care in the 
hectic days of the holiday season 


C H R I S T M A S DECORATING, of 


course, can pose some special safety haz- 
ards. 


The council suggests that if candles 


are to be used, they should be kept away 


from combustible materials. Paper and 
cloth decorations should be displayed 
away from electric bulbs, fireplaces and 
other sources of heat. 


The Christmas tree itself, whether a 


natural tree or artificial, can become a 
dangerous fire hazard unless special 
care is taken. 


The council issued a special warning 


about tiny Christmas tree lights, shaped 
like flowers, coming on the market this 
year which it says "are potentially so 
hazardous they could electrocute some- 
one." 


THE COUNCIL SAID the plug attached 


to the cord is not properly insulated on 
such lights and a person could be elec- 
trocuted if he touched the screw on the 
plug while the plug was wet. The tiny 
cord could quite easily separate from the 
plug if pulled carelessly and the tiny 
plastic rosettes surrounding the lamps 
are not fireproof, it added. 


Underwriters Laboratories adds anoth- 


er warning — it advises those who plan 
to use metallic trees not to hang strings 
of electric lights on them at all. A 
spokesman said lab testers have found 
that the metallic spokes can rub or cut 
through wiring and cause a real hazard.

A plan to help ntl Cook County 


highways ot thousands of aban- 
doned automobiles each year has 
been presented to the county board 
by Commissioner Carl R. Hanson 
of Mount Prospect.

would acquire sites for four auto 
pounds where cars would be stored 
until crushed and sold for scrap. 


Towing of autos to the pounds 


and the crushing and scrapping of 
them would be on a contract basis 
with private firms. 


Municipalities, which have faced 


the problem of junk cars in in- 
creasing 
numbers 
every year, 


would be able to tow their aban- 
doned cars to the county pounds, 
thus eliminating many of the auto 
graveyards that have sprung up on 
service station property and in oth- 
er vacant areas. 


In presenting the plan to the 


county board last week, Hansen 
suggested that one pound could be 
tried on an experimental basis be- 
fore the county moved into the 
junk car business on a full-time 
basis. 


We think this is a good idea. 
The Hansen plan is basically a 


sound one since the problem of 
abandoned cars has been growing 
rapidly, and any kind of solution 
would be preferable to leaving cars 
on the highways or storing them in

forest preserves, as was tried ear- 
lier this year. 


But the possibility of establishing 


four 
county-owned 
auto grave- 


yards, creating just as ugly a 
blight on the countryside, indicates 
that a test run of the program is 
necessary. 


The success of the experiment 


would depend largely on participa- 
tion by municipalities. Most of the 
10,000 autos abandoned in the coun- 
ty last year were discarded within 
municipal boundaries. 


If complete cooperation from the 


municipalities is given, the 
ser- 


vice provided by the county would 
not be worth the expense. 


And, since the number of autos 


impounded at each site would de- 
termine the frequency of crushing 
and scrapping, it would be essen- 
tial for as many abandoned cars as 
possible to be delivered to the 
pounds to prevent a slow buildup of 
rusty auto carcasses. 


The demand for crushing and 


disposal of scrap must be large 
enough to make the plan more than 
just a transfer of junk autos from 
the highways to graveyards. 


We recommend the county pro- 


ceed with the plan on an ex- 
perimental basis to learn if munici- 
palities will participate fully and to 
determine it the proposal will re- 
sult in cleaner highways in Cook 
County.

Supreme Court. Illinois courts are clear- 
ly in trouble: the qualifications of our 
judges are determined by political loyal- 
ties and vote-getting ability for one party 
or another instead of on their judicial 
merit and ability. For this reason, some 
of our courts have a thrce-to five-year 
case backlog, 


As it is now, a lawyer who aspires to 


the bench must have a long record of 
faithful service to a political party and 
he must obtain the support and endorse- 
ment of party king-pins. This patronage 
system almost guarantees judges who 
will be obligated to their supporters. 


There is no reason why any judge 


should be chosen by this antiquated sys- 
tem, and the voters of 20 other states 
have come to this same conclusion in the 
past 25 years and adopted a form of the 
Merit Plan. 


Basically, the Illinois Merit Plan estab- 


lishes a local, non-partisan commission 
to nominate the best qualified men to fill 
vacancies on the bench. A list of three 
names IB submitted to the Governor who 
must then make one appointment from 
the list no sooner than 26 days nor later 
than 56 days to give the press and public 
a chance to reflect and investigate the 
names and backgrounds of would-be 
judges, An impartial and efficient sys- 
tem of justice is the result.

Although it has been in limbo for al- 


most a year, that issue may be coming 
to a climax — and soon. 


The Northwest Suburban Council of As- 


sociations (a group made up of the eight 
or so homeowners associations in Pros- 
pect Heights and unincorporated Mount 
Prospect) last week decided to poll all 
the members of the various associations 
on their preference: do they want their 
area to remain unincpoporated as it is 
now; do they want their area to become 
a municipality (incorporation); or do 
they want the area to be annexed by an 
already existing municipality (or munici- 
palities.) 


Though some members of the council 


are reluctant to admit it, this poll could 
almost be considered a community refer- 
endum on the issue. 


It will work this way: a fact sheet on 


the merits of the two alternatives (plus a 
sort of introduction telling why the com- 
munity can no longer remain unincorpo- 
rated) will be distributed to all members 
of the various homeowners associations. 
Council members will write the fact 
sheets; the council will pay prinfcng 
costs; and the homeowners associations 
will take care of distributing the sheets. 
Homeowners can expect the fact sheets 
sometime in the next month or so. 


Included with the fact sheet will be a 


form on which persons can choose their 
preference: incorporation or annexation. 


The reply forms are to be back in the 


hands of homeowners groups presidents 
by Jan. 15. Based on the results of the 


poll, the council will then take a stand on 
the issue. What's more the council will 
then go to work to secure whatever the 
residents want — be it incorporation or 
annexation. 


The survey is just about the closest 


thing to an unofficial referendum that 
the council could come up with. And it 
will probably be as accurate a barometer 
of the sentiments in the community as 
any OFFICIAL referendum could be. 


People will have the facts in front of 


them, m condensed form. The council is 
having proponents of the two alternatives 
write the fact sheet. Undoubtedly, each 
side will bring out his "big guns" in writ- 
ing his portion of the fact sheet. 


Secondly, hopefully the machinery of 


each homeowners group will help to in- 
sure that a goodly portion of those get- 
ting the fact sheets and reply forms will 
return the forms with their answer. 


Thirdly, persons not just in the Pros- 


pect Heights area, but also those in the 
unincorporated Mount Prospect area 
(east of Mount Prospect) are included in 
the poll. Thus the survey will reach vir- 
tually everyone who will be affected by 
the decision. 


At this point, the talk is over; it's up to 


the residents, the people who are going 
to have to live with the consequences of 
whatever action is taken. 


Perhaps, next year at this time, in- 


stead of naming the annexation-in- 
corporation issue as the biggest story in 
Prospect Heights, we'll name WHAT 
HAPPENED to that issue as the biggest 
story of the year in Prospect Heights.
